OF THE TERRITORY OF WISCONSIN.

Messrs. Prentiss, Wels and Vineyard, from the Council, were 
introduced. and informed the House that the Council were in or- 
ganization, pro tempore, and ready to proceed to business. 

On motion of Mr. Billings, 

Ordered, That a commit'ee of two be appointed to inform the 
Council that this House is now organized and ready to proceed to 
business. 

Messrs. Billings and Brunsun were appointed said commi'tee. 

Mr. Whiton presented the certificate of the Governor of the 
election and qualification of Messrs. William R. Longstreet, Adam 
E. Ray and William Shew, members elect from the counties of 
Milwaukee and Washington, which was read, and 

On motion of Mr. Whiton, 

They were admitted to their seats. 

The following message was received from the Council, by the 
Secretary thercof. 

“ Mr. Speaker—The Council have appointed Messrs. Wells 
and Brigham, a committee, on their part, to act in conjunction 
with a similar committee to be appointed by this House, to wait 
upon His Excellency the Governer, and inform him that the two 
Houses are now in organization, pro tem., and ready to receive 
any communication he may have to make to them.” .- 

Mr. Billings, from the committee appointed to informa the Coun.’ 
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cil of the organization of the House, pro tempore, reported that 
they had performed that duty. 
On motion of Mr. Whiton, 

Ordered, That a committee of two be apgointed, on the part of 
this House, to act in conjunction with the committee appointed by 
the Council, to wait upon His Excellency theGevernor, and in- 
form him that the two Houses have organized, pro tempore, and 
are ready to reccive any communication he muy have to make 
them.

Ordered, That the Council be acquainted therewith. 

Mr. Charles C. Sholes, from the county of Brown, appeared 
and took his seat, 

On motion of Mr. Billings, 

Resolved, That the standing rules of the House of Representa- 
tives of last session, be adopied until others are prepared and 
adopted. 

Mr. Whiton, from the joint committee, appointed to info-m His 
Excellency the Governor of the organization of the two Houses, 
pro tem., reported that the committee had performed the duty as- 
signed to them, and were informed by His Excellency, that he 
would address the two Houses, in person, on to-morrow at 11 
o’clock meredian, in the Representatives’ Hall, 

On motion of Mr. Street, 
The House adjourned until to-morrow at ten o'clock A. M. 


Tuesday, Dec. 3d, 1839. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment. The roll was called, 
and a quorum not being present, the messenger was sent afier 
absent members. 

Mr. Story presented the certificate of the election and qualifi- 
cation of Mr. Horatio N. Wells, from the county of Milwaukee, 
ewhich was read, and ` 

On motion of Mr. Conroe, 
He was admitted to his seat. : 
On motion of Mr. Whiton, 
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the oath of office was administered to him by the President. 

Mr. Maxwell presented a communication from W. W. Wy. 
> man, relative to printing. 

Which was read and laid on the table. ‘ 

The President laid before the Councilthe annual report of the 
Territorial Treasurer. 

Which ‘was read and laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. Vineyard, 

Ordered, that the 29th of the standing rules be suspended, 
and that the Council do now proceed to the nomination and 
appointment of the several officers. 

Mr. Sterling thereupon nominated Geo. Beatty for secre. 
tary ; 

Mr. Rountree nominated John Plumbe, jr., for assistant 
secretary ; 

Mr. Wells nominated Thomas J. Noyes for sergeant-at- 
arms ; 

Mr. Vineyard nominated Ira A. Libby for transcribing 
clerk ; 

Mr. Janes nominated James R. Hugunin for transcribing 
clerk ; 

Mr. Sterling nominated T. Charles Morgan for transcribing 
clerk ;

On motion of Mr. Collins, 

Ordered, that the further selection of officers be postponed 
for the present. . 

Message from the House of Representatives, by the Clerk 
thereof, viz: ` 

«Mr. President—I am -directed to inform the Council that 
seats have been prepared in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives for the members of the Council, preparatory to the 
delivery ofthe Governor’s Message.” 

And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Rountree, 

The Council repaired to the House of Representa tives’ hall, 

and heard the following message delivered : 


FELLOW-CITIZENS or THE CoUNCIL, 
AND House or RFPRESENTATIVES : 
You are assembled, in conformity toa law of the last 
session of the Legislative Assembly, to resume the responsible 
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duties that devolve on you as the representatives of the people of 
Wisconsin. 

We have abundant cause to be thankful to divine Providence. 
for the many blessings conferred upon us. Crops of every kind, 
adapted to our climate, have this season,been unusually abundant, 
and the husbandman has reaped a rich reward for his industry. 
Our citizens, who cultivate the soil, are rapidly developing the 
great agricultural resources of the country; our prairies are 
being converted into luxuriant fields ; and towns and villages 
are springing up where the wigwam of the savage stood seven 
years ago. We havea territory of nearly sixty thousand 
square miles in extent, containing rich and inexhaustible stores 
of mineral wealth, possessing a climate of the most genial and 
salubrious character, and a soil suited to the production of 
every thing calculated to minister to the necessities and com- 
forts of man.—We have the great lakes, Michigan and Superior, 
(our inland seas,) on the east and north, the Father of Rivers on 


. the west, with several noble streams penetrating the Territory, 


in different directions. 

Coming immediately from the mass of your constituents, it 
is presumed that you bring with you such a knowledge of their 
wants as will enable you to enact laws accommodated to their 
state and condition. ‘To legislate for enlightened freemen, is 
one of the most important labors man is called upon to perform. 
To prescribe what is right, and prohibit what is wrong, by the 
passage of salutary laws, equal in their bearing on all classes 
of the community, is the great object for which we have been 
convened ; and, you may rely, gentlemen, on my co-operation 
in the support of all such measures, as have for their object the 
attainment of these desirable results. ‘ 

At the last regular session of the Legislative Assembly, I 
submitted, for your consideration, the importance of consulting 
the people of the Territory, at anearly period, on the subject 
of taking such measures, as might be deemed expedient, for the 
admission of Wiseonsin as one of the independent.States of this 
Union. Elections will be held throughout the Territory, on 
the first Monday of August next, for members of the House of 
Representatives and I would respectfully suggest to you the 
propriety of passing a resolution recommending to the qualified 
slectors in the Territory to determine by their votes, cast at 
that time, whether they are foror against the organization of 
a state government.—The subject will then be fairly pre- 


_ Sented to the people, and they can decide for themselves. 
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The laws passed at the annual and adjourned sessions of the 
Legislative Assembly, have been but for a short time promul. 
gated throughout the Territory, and the people cannot have 
had the opportunity to understand how far they are applicable 
to their situation and wants. But one term of the Dis. 
trict Court Has been held in any one county, since their dis. 
tribution. It appears to me, therefore, that as few changes as 
possible are desirable at the present session, and only such 
should be made as the public interesi imperiously requires. At 
the next session of the Legislative Assembly, the practice of 
the courts, as well as the administration of the laws, will 
enable the Legislature to ascertain the deficiencies and to ap. 
ply the proper remedy, by a repeal or modification of such of 
them as are not suited to the wants and condition of the 
people. 

I would respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly 
the propriety of memorializing Congress, for an appropriation 
of thirty thousand dollars, for the erection of a Penitentiary 
in this Territory, to be located at such point as may be de- 
signated by the Legislative Assembly.—The spirit of the age 
we live in, as well as the humanity of our laws, are opposed to 
capital punishments except in cases of the highest grade of 
crime. The establishment ofa penitentiary would secure the 
community against the aggressions of the depraved,—be the 
means of punishing the guilty,—and operate as a salutary 
example in deterring others from the perpetration of crime. 
Solitary confinement at hard labor would have a greater effect 
in preventing the violations of our penal laws than any other 
means that could be devised; and, by leaving the convict to 
his own reflections, would have a good affect, in reclaiming 
him from the error of his ways and restoring him to the path 
of rectitude. Constant employment, and entire separation 
‘from evil communications, might be the means of its accom. 
plishment. 

Since the organization of the territorial government, per- 
sons convicted of crimes of a high grade, who merited punish- 
ment at hard labor, have been pardoned on the petitions of the 
citizens of counties where the offences were committed, who 


stated that the expenses incurred for the safe keeping of their ` 


convicts would be burthensome in the extreme to the inhabit- 
ants of those counties, without their being able to derive any 
advantage from their labor during confinement. From the 
generous donations made by Congress for the erection of the 
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Capitol of Wisconsin, we may reasonably expect that the 
same liberality will be extended to us in making suitable ap. 
propriations for the erection of a penitentiary. 

I would respectfully invite the attention of the Legislative 
Assembly to the embarrassed state of the currency in this Terri- 
tory. lt is a fact well known that the constant drain of spe- 
cie, in payment of the public lands, has rendered it impossible 
for those who are indebted, to procure the constitutional cur- 
rency to enable them to pay.their debts, and unless relief is 
granted by the Legislative Assembly, the ruin of many is 
inevitable. The state Bank of Illinois, and its branches, have 
suspended specie payments, and the Mineral Point Bank, (the - 
only banking institution now in operation in the Territory,) 
does not discount any paper at present. 

A forced sale of personal property, under the existing execu- 
tion laws, would not only deprive the debtor of the means of 
support, but in many cases prevent the creditor from a recovery 
of his debt. Ifthe present execution laws were so amended as 
to give a stay of twelve months on an execution upon the 
defendant entering into.such security as would he approved by 
the court, it does seem that no injustice would be done to the 
plaintiff. In legistive action between debtor and creditor a 
due regard should be had to the rights of both. In numerous 
instances the forced payment of a prior judgment would 
deprive the debtor of the means of discharging other just de- 
mands. I have deemed it an act of official duty to present 
these views, on an important subject, for your serious consider- 
ation. 

TI would respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly, 
the propriety of taking such legal medsuresas they may deem 
necessary, (by the appointment of a Committee, or otherwise,) 
to ascertain the true state and condition of the Bank of Mineral 
Point, and to report thereon during the present session. This 
bank is the only one now in operation in our Territory ; and 
from the great scarcity of a circulating medium, added to our 
present pecuniary embarrassments, it becomes the duty of the 
public functionaries to guard with the utmost vigilance the 
rights of the people against bank abuses. The principal cur. 
rency ofthe Territory, for nearly two years, was in the notes 
of the bank of Wisconsin, which, it issaid are now purchased at 
a discount of from fifty to seventy per cent. -Banking institutions 
generally commence their operation in great (apparent) good 
faith—until they have gained the confidence of the people— 
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and then expand or contract their issues as will be most con. 
ducive to their own interests; and, it is not uncommon for a 
bank failure to “take place, when least expected by the people. 
The experience had in banking operations in Wisconsin, should 
admonish the representatives of the people of the necessity of 
carefully securing their constituents against a recurrence of 
similar events. 

It is contended by many interested in bank charters, that 
they are out of the reach of legislative contro]. This doctrine, 
held and maintained, would be subversive of the dearest rights 
of the people, by a submission to the banks of the entire control 
of the currency during the existence of their charters. Banks 
were instituted for the benefit of the people, and should at all 
times be thrown open to the scrutiny and examination of the 
proper authorities. The history of corporations unequivocally 
demonstrates that men, in their corporate ¢apacity, will do acts 
which they would not perpetrate as individuals. Their pro- 
ceedings are generally in secret and their responsibilities are 
divided. And from the nature of corporations a spirit of favor- 
itism must exist. They are associations to which are given 
the possession and enjoyment of privileges which men are 
debarred from exercising in their individual capacities. The 
exclusive powers, conferred on them by legislative action, are 
drawn from the people, and in proportion to the number of in. 
corporated companies will the people in their individual capa- 
cities be deprived of their rights. I am not opposed to well 
regulated banks. Properly conducted, they facilitate ex. 
change, and frequently enable the industrious merchant*and 
mechanic to carry on his business to greater advantage. They 
also afford a safe and profitable investment for the money of 
the capitalist, and, if prudently managed, must be useful to the 
community. It must be admitted, however, that monied 
associations are not. republican in their tendency, and when 
used for purposes of speculation, have a withering influence on 
the best interests of the great mass of community. Monopolies 
of every kind should be put down,land all corporations strictly 
confined to the privileges plainly set down in their charters. 
The exercise of their powers, being in derogation of individual 
rights, should never be extended beyond the plain letter of their 
acts of incorporation. If they are permitted to leave their 
legitimate business of banking, and to enter the field of specula- 
tion, by dealing in the staple commodities of fhe country, their 
capital would always enable them to prostrate individual enter- 
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prize, and to monopolize every description of business. While 
we would carefully guard the rights of associations, we should 
not forget that the great mass of the community have also 
rights, and that the welfare of all depends on their maintenance. 

The Commissioners, appointed under ‚the act of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, approved March 8th, 1839, to superintend 
the completion of the Capitol, have made a report thereon, 
which is herewith submitted. It appears therefrom that a set- 
tlement has not yet-been effected with the former board of com- 
missioners and their Treasurer. The present board, however, 
it would. appear, have done every thing required of them, by 
law, in the discharge of the duties of their appointment. 
The appropriation by Congress of forty thousand dollars, for 
the erection ef the Capitol, was a liberal donation on the part 
of the Government, and it is due to the people of this territo- 
ry, (for whose benefit the donation was made,) that proper 
measures should be adopted to ascertain what disposition has 
been made of that part of the appropriation which has not 
been accounted for. 

1 respectfully recomménd to the Legislative Assembly, the 
propriety of again memorializing Congress, asking for suitable 
appropriations for the improvement of the navigation of the 
Fox river of Geen Bay, the Wisconsin, Rock, Pekatonika 
and Platte rivers, and the river of the Four Lakes. In my last 
annual message, I suggested the propriety of asking donations 
in land for this purpose. From the extent of the grant in 
land, made by the government to aid in opening the Milwau- 
kee and Rock River Canal, I consider that donation as estab- 
lishing a precedent that would have a favorable bearing on the 
action of Congress, in the granting of similar donations for 
the improvement of the rivers above named. The practica- 
bility of their improvement by the means of small appropria- 
tions from Congress, is very apparent to all who are acquaint- 
ed with the great natural advantages and facilities of the coun. 
try through which they flow. 

The improvement of the navigation inthe Fox and Wis- 
consin Rivers, andthe completion of the cannal connecting 
them together, near the Portage, are objects of the first impor- 
tance to the future growth and prosperity of the Territory. 
The accomplishment of this would at once open a direct eommu- 
nication between the Mississippi and Lake Michigan. The 
rich and fertile lands bordering on these rivers, would be speed- 


_ ily settled and cultivated by-the enterprising immigrant, and a 
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direct and sure route to the eastern markets would be afforded 
for the lead manufactured near to the Wisconsin River’: besides, 
the public lands would be greatly enhanced in value, by the 
formation of extensive settlements, which would materially 
add to the prosperity of the town of Green Bay, as well as to 
the growth of the whole country lying between the Mississippi 
and Lake border. 

The Rock river has its source near Lake Winnebage, and, 
running in a southernly direction near the centre of the settled 
part ofthe Territory, waters a large extent of fertile country. 
From the liberal appropriation made by the State of Illinois 
for the improvement of the navigation of this river, to the line 
ofour Territory, it is confidently believed by those acquainted 
with the obstructions above the line of that State, that with 
a small appropriation from Congress, the navigation might soon 
be rendered complete from its junction with the Mississippi 
to that point where it is contemplated to unite its waters, by 
canal, with those of lake Michigan. 

The improvement of the navigation of the River of the Four 
Lakes, would open a direct communication for steamboats to 
the Seat of Government of our Territory, and afford impertant 
commercial facilities to that point-thereby greatly enhancing in 
value the lands of the U. States, as well as those of individuals 
in that portion of the Territory. From the short distance of the 
outlet at the Fourth Lake to its confluence with Rock river, and 
from the very few obstructions met with it is known that but a 
small appropriation by Congress would be necessary to com- 
plete its navigation. 

The improvement of the Pekatonika is an object of the deep- 
est interest to the people residing in the mineral region. ‘This 
river has been navigated by flat-boats, descending from a point 
within seven miles of Mineral Point, to itsjunction with Rock 
river. The current is gentle, and the river susceptible of easy 
improvement ; and by cutting canals across some of the promi- 
nent bends, the distance would be shortened from the point 
alluded to, to where this stream unites with Rock river, at least 
ene third of its present length. The advantages that would 
result to the people resident in the mining region of country, 
bordering on this river, by having a water communication 
with the Mississippi river for the transportation of their heavy 
products to market, inlieu of the present land carriage of 
nearly forty miles, are very apparent.—Great facilities would 
also be afforded to the agriculturalists of that section in the 
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transportation of their surplus produce to a southern market. 

The improvement, also, of the Platte river, is a work of 
the first importance to that section ofthe Territory through 
whichit passes. The townof Platteville has a population of 
several hundred inhabitants and the adjacent country is -in a 
high state of agricultural improvement. Some of the most 
productive lead mines have been discovered in the immediate 
vicinity of that place. It is believedthat the distance on this 
stream which requiresto be improved, would not exceed fifteen 
toeighteen miles ; so that the expenditure necessary would 
be altogether inconsiderable, in comparison with the advan- 
tages which would result from it. After a few years, there 
will be à large surplus of agricultural produce to be transported 
from thence to find a market south, independent of the heavy 
product of the lead mines. The United States has received 
several millions of rent lead, forthe use and occupancy of the 
mines onand near the waters of the Pekatonika and Platte 
rivers ; and it would be an act of justice only, for Congress 
now to make a liberal donation, in land, for the improvement 
of these streams, more-especially, asthe value of the unsold 
lands on their borders would thereby be greatly increased. 

By the first section of an “Act to provide for aiding in the 
construction of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal,” approv- 
ed February 26, 1839, the Governor was authorized to borrow 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars; accordingly, bonds were 
issued to that amount on the fifth of August last, executed by 
me, in the name of the Territory, and under authority of an 
act of Congress, for one thousand dollars each, bearing an 
interest of six per centum per annum and payable twenty years 
thereafter. “And, in conformity to the 20th section of the act 
first referred to above, John H. Tweedy, Esq., the present Re- 
ceiver of the board of Canal Commissioners, was appointed 
the agent of the Territory to make sale of said bonds, and the 
Bank of America, in the city of New York, designated as the 
depository of the funds arising therefrom, in the evént of a sale. 
Mr. Tweedy, in his report to me on this subject, states that 
stocks of every nature were depressed to a lower point than they 
had at any time been for many years, not excepting the panic 
of 1837. The seven per cent stocks of the city of New York 
were selling at 95; New York state bonds, four per cent, at 
77 1-2 ; and the sbonds of most of the other states, least encum- 
bered with debt, were totally unsaleable. Money was com- 
manding three times the ordinary interest in all the larger citi- 
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ties, and in the smaller places of business. As early as may be 
practicable, the contemplated loan will be effected, in order 
to enable the Canal Company to commence their operations. 
In the report of the Chief Engineer, made in obedience to 
the 15th section of the “Act to provide for aiding in the con- 
struction of the Milwaukee and Rock River canal,” (and 
which is herewith submitted,) the estimated cost of the con. 
straction of the canal is given at less than twelve hundred 
thonsand dollars. The liberality ot the grant made by Con. 
gress to aid in the construction of this work, is evidence of 
the important light in which it was viewed by that body, as 
forming a great connecting link between the waters of the 


Mississippi and those of the northern lakes. I will here re. } 


peat the views expressed by me in a former message, on this 
subject :—~“From the liberal provisions of this grant of land, it 
may be considered as the commencement of a system of in- 
ternal improvements under the fostering protection of the gov- 
ernment, which will have the-most beneficial results in pro- 
moting the future welfare of the people of Wisconsin, by 
opening a direct communication between the waters of Lake 
Michigan and those of the Mississippi, by the Rock river, which 


is the most practicable southern route, passing through a fer- | 


tile region of country, well adapted to agricultural purposes. 
The completion of the contemplated canal will be the means 
by which the products of the mining region of Wisconsin can 
be more readily conveyed to the eastern markets, which now 
take a much longer and more circuitous route, by the way of 
New Orleans.” 

I would recommend to the Legislative Assembly the propri- 
ety of so amending the act referred to in the preceding para- 
gragh, as to authorize the payment of the salaries of the 
Chief Engineer and Commissioners of the Canal, out of the 
proceeds of the sales of the canal lands, At present these 
proceeds are exclusively applied to the payment of the princi- 
pal and interest of the loan, authorized to be made in the first 
section of the act. Justice requires that provision should be 
made for the payment of these salaries, since important duties 
have been exacted trom these officers, and, as yet they have 
received no compensation for the services rendered. 

In the 3d section of the act of Congress granting a quantity 
of land to aid in the improvement, above referred to, it is en- 
acted that the alternate sections and tractional sections of 
land which shall remain to the United States, agreeably to the 
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first section of said act, shall not be sold for a less sum than 
two dollars & fifty cents per acre, nor be subject to pre-emption. 
I would suggest the propriety of memorializing Congress to 
place the occupants of these lands in the same situation with 
other settlers on the public domain, by allowing them the right 
of pre-emption, and permitting them to enter their lands at 
the minimum price of the public lands. These settlers have, 
by their enterprize and industry, converted a wild waste into 
fruitful fields, have encountered all the privations incident to 
new settlements elsewhere, and are justly entitled to a partici- 
pation in the indulgences granted to other settlers. This pol- 
icy has “grown with the growth, and strengthened with the 
strength” of the Western States of our Union—is sanctioned 
by public opinion generally, and has received the warm sup- 
port of the most enlightened statesmen of this republic. The 
settlers upon the Canal reservations, are a part of that same 
band of pioneers in the march of improvement, who are rap- 
idly extending the empire of this Union, and whose spirit of 
adventure and enterprize will ere long cross the “Rocky moun- 
tains and plant the American standard on the shores of the 
Pacific. 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the propriety of 
again memorializing Congress, asking an extension of the 
right of pre-emption to all miners in this Territory, who have 
obtained the possession of mineral lots, under authority of the 
superintendant of the United States lead mines, either by dis- 
covery or purchase, and to those persons who. have located 
themselves either on lands reserved by the government for 
smelting purposes, or on the reservations made for half-breeds 
of the Winnebago nation, under the treaty of 1829 (which re. 
reservations have been re-located,) and that they be permitted 
to enter said lands at the minimum price of other government 
lands. Large tracts have been reserved by the government, 
through the Superintendant of the mines, for smelting purpos- 
es, in the counties of Grant and Jowa, upon which are 
located numerous settlers who have made considerable improve- 
ments. By granting permission to these persons to enter 
their lands at government price, justice alone will be done to 
tiem, and no injury can result to the United States. 

‘Fhe propriety also of again memorializing Congress for ap- 
propriations for the construction of harbors on Lake Michigan,

‘is respectfully recommended. Memorials on this subject have 


been forwarded by the Legislative Assembly to Congress annu- 
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ally, since the organization of our territorial government, with 
but little success. The reports of the Engineers, employed to 
make the necessary surveys for this purpose, embrace such 
accurate topographical information as ought to enable Con. 
gress to determine the points, best fitted for such improve. 
ment, and the amount of the appropriation necessary for the 
execution of the work. Due regard should be had also, in the 
selection of the points, to the commercial facilities required at 
each, and to the growth of the surrounding country.—Within 
a short period of time, more than a million of dollars has been 
received into the Land Office at Milwaukee from the sales of 
the public lands. From this fact, and that of the very small 
appropriations made by Congress for harbors or other improve. 
‘ments on our Lake border, who can fail to observe the great 
inequality which prevails in the distribution of government 
favors? For the protection of the commerce on our sea-board, 
millions are expended in the erection of break-waters, &c., 
while, for want of harbors on this Lake, vessels are compel- 
led to encounter the severest gales, during the autumnal sea. 
son, with little expectation of being able to out-ride the storm. 
Recently, opposite to the mouth of Milwaukee river, four val- 
uable citizens found a watery grave—a disaster which must be 
ascribed to the want of a harbor at that place. Human life is 
above all price; and the common dictates of humanity would 
seem to point out the means of its preservation as the primary 
object of a government instituted for the benefit of the people. 
And, it is a well established fact that the commercial trade of 
Lake Michigan has increased in a ratio far exceeding that of 
‘any other of the waters of the United States. The settled 
policy of the Government too, heretofore, has been to afford 
every facility toits commerce, by diminishing as much as pos- 
sible the dangers of navigation; and, the enterpris*ng citizens, 
who have immigrated to our Lake border, have a reasonable 
right to expect that the same facilities will be extended to 
them which have been afforded to other portions of the Union. 
Additional appropriations should also be asked from Con- 
gress for the construction of the territorial road from Milwau- 
kee, by way of Madison, to a point opposite the town of Du 
Buque on the Mississippi River, and for the construction of a 
road from Racine, by Janesville, to Sinipee, on the, Mississippi. 
Ten thousand dollars have been appropriated for the construc- | 
tion of each of these roads,—a sum eritirely too small, consider- 
ing their extentand importance. The completion of these thor- 
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oughfares would vastly facilitate the settlement of the country 
between the Mississippi and the Lake—would greatly add to 
the valuevof the public lands—be of incalculable benefit to the 
agricultural, commercial, and mining interests—and provide 
for the safe and speedy transportatoin of the mails. 

The appropriation of two thousand dollars for the survey and 
estimate of the cost of a railroad from Milwaukee to Du Buque, 
made by an act of Congress, approved July 7th, 1838, was, by 
a subsequent act, approved March 3d, 1839, dirccted to be ap- 
plied by the Secretary of War to the survey of the most eligible 
route for a railroad, from the town of Milwaukee, on Lake Mi. 
chigan, to such point on the Mississippi river as may be deemed. 
most expedient. ‘The country between the Mississippi and the 
Lake is well adapted to the construction of a railway. There 
are no mountains or morasses to be encountered, the surface 
of the country is generally level, and it is believed that a com- 
munication of this character can be made by an expenditure 
comparatively small, when viewed with that which is unavoid- 
ably to be incurred in most of the states ; and the advantages 
which must follow its cémpletion, to the future prosperity and 
growth of the Territory, would far exceed any estimate that 
could now be made. It would hasten the formation of dense 
settlements throughout the whole extent of the road, advance 
the sales of the public lands, afford increased facilities to the 
agricultural, commercial and mining interests of the country : 
and further, if would enable the government to transport troops 
and munitions of war, with great expedition, and concentrate 
them on our extensive frontier, should it become necessary for 
the protection of the border settlements against the encroach- 
ments of a savage cnemy. I would, therefore, urge the pro- 
priety of memorializing Congress for a further appropriation: 
for this object. ; 

The Indians on our border seem peaceably disposed towards 
the settlers ; and, notwithstanding the Siouxand Chippewa 
Indians are in astate of warfare with each other, they evince 
no disposition to molest those of our citizens who are most ex- 
posed, on the St. Croix and Chippewa rivers. The removal 
of the Winnebagoes, as early in the spring as practicable, is a 
matter of primary importance to the frontier people, whose 
stock, and other property, is constantly exposed to their intru- 
sions. If this was effected, the settlements would soon be ex- 
tended north of the Wisconsin, and all apprehension of. difi- 
culty or danger, froma contiguity to the Indians, would be 
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expelled. These Indians, from the frequency of their depre- 
dations on the border settlers, have justly rendered themselves 
obnoxious, and have good reason to expect that measures will 


be taken for their removal, or difficulties of a serious character 


may occur. 

Under the existing laws ef the United States, and in confor. 
mity to the act of the Legislative Assemb.y, ‘relating to the 
militia,’ approved the 8th of March last, it became necessary 
to re-organize the militia of the Territory, and to re-form the 
companies, in order to designate the bounds of battalions, reg- 
iments, brigades, and divisions. With this view, and to en. 
able the Adjutant-General to make a correet return of the 
strength of the militia, and to cause a proper ‘distribution of 
the arms, according to numbers, a general order was issued, 
directed to the commanders of the several regiments and sep- 
arate battalions, requiring them to designate anew the bounds 
of their respective companies, and so to arrange them as that 
each of the companies should be composedof ninety-three 
men, including officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians 
and privates. Complete returns have been received at the of. 
fice of the Adjutant-General, only from the 2nd regimental dis. 
trict, composed of the original county of Brown, and from the 
separate battalion, composed of the county of Crawford. An 
abstract of these returns, as well as those received from other 
commands, are embraced in the accompanying report of tho 
state of the militia of the Territory, furnished from the office 
of the Adjutant-General. From the sparse and detached situ- 
ation of many of the settlements, and the great difficulty of 
forming companies in conformity to law, I would respectfully 
reccommend so to amend the militia law as to reduce the num. 
ber of men composing a company to forty-five, including officers, 
non-cornmissioned officers and privates. The reduction of the 
number of men in the companies will much facilitate the or- 
ganization of the militia, and render them more effective. 
No serviceable organization has yet taken place, arising partly 
from the failure in the distribution of the laws at the period pre- 
scribed by the Legislature. A knwledge of the laws which are to 

overn them, witha correct and useful system of instruction 
for the officers and non-commissioned officers, is absolutely re- 
quisite to a proper organization of the militia ; I would, there- 
fore, recommend the printing of (at least) one hundred 
and fifty copies of the “Act relatingto the militia,” and the 


urchase of the same number of “ Cooper’s approved system | 
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of military tactics,” as‘carly as possible—to be distributed, 
under the direction of the Adjtant-General, to the officers of 
the militia and the several yoiuntcer companies. 

The Commissioners, appointed bya resolution of the last 
Legislative Assembly, to locate a portion cf the Univer. ity 
lands, donated by Congress, not having been officially notifi ad 
of their :ppeintment, nor furnished with a copy of the resolu- 
tion, it is understood that the duties required of them remain 
unperformed. I would, therefore, recommend the propriety of 
adopting such measures as will ensure an early location cf these 
lands. 

In conclusion, fellow citizens, permit me to recommend that 
a spirit of harmony and good feeling may govern our legisla- 
tive deliberations. By the diligence with which we engage in 
the public service, we but evince our sense of duty ; so may it 
be our endeavor, by a close attention to the business which has 
brought us together, and by a steady adherence to sound prin- 
ciples, to pursue a course that will assuredly promote the hap- 
piness of those whom we represent. 

After the delivery of the message, the Council resumed its 
session.

Permit me here; gentlemen, to solicit a continuance of that 
indulgence and co-operation heretofore so liberally and cheer- 
fully extended to the occupants of this chair, and, without 
which, I shall, in a great degree, feel incapable of discharg- 
ing duties, exceptably to the Honnert or satisfactory to 

mysel 

In asking thisat your hands, gentlemen, I feel tho utmost 
assurance that. I do not solicit in vain, 
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Gentlemen, having a knowledge of the dignified courtesy 


which has marked your former intercourse with each other, |. 


it would seem to render superfluous the invocation of the Spir, 
it of Harmony to preside over your deliberations. 

That the dignified and conciliatory course heretofore persued 
towards the other branch of the Legislative Assembly, as well 
as the different departments of the Territorial government, and 
which has, thus far, exercised a happy influence over the coun.

ry, and be removable at the pleasure of the Governor. 

Sec. 2. Such superintendent is hereby authorized to make 
a contract with the President, Directors,and Company of the 
Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, for the construction of said 
canal by said company, on the route and pursuant to the 
plan heretofore selected and adopted by said company, for the 
construction of which said company shall be paid the sum of 
nine hundred and ninety-one thousand one hundred and forty- 
eight dollars and seventy-four cents, in the manner and at the 
times hereinafter mentioned. Provided, That said company 
shall enter into bond to the said superintendent for the use of 
the Territory, in the penal sum of fifty thousand dollars with 
sureties ‘to be approved by said superintendent, conditioned, 
for the faithful fulfilment of said contract in five years from 


- the date thereof. 


Sec. 8. The said superintendent shall inspect all work 
done in pursuance of said contract, and accept, the same if 
in his judgment-the same is well and faithfully done according 
to contract; and on such acceptance, which shall be on the 
first Monday of every month, if desired by said company, he 
shall certify the amount at which the same shall he allowed on 
such contract, which certificate shall entitle the President of 
said. company, or other agent duly appointed to receive the 
amount due for such work ; deducting therefrom ten per cent 
from the receiver of the canal funds, whois hereby required 
to pay the same out of any monies in his hands belonging to 
said canal fund. 

Sec. 4. Itshall be the duty of the receiver to report quarter 
yearly to the Governor of the Territory, the amount of work 
done and paid for during the three months previous to such re- 
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turn; and at the commencement of each session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, the Governor shall submit such quarterly re- 
turns for the previous year to the Legislature. 

Sec. 5. The Governor is hereby authorized to borrow on 
the faith of the Territory, to repay the same out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the canal land, such sums of money not 
exceeding ten hundred thousand dollars, as may be required 
for the early and vigorous prosecution of the work on said ca- 
nal; and for that purpose to issue the bonds of the Territory 
in sums not less than ten thousand dollars, bearing an interest 
not exceeding six per cent, and payable as follows : Two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars in fifteen years, two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars in twenty years, two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars in twenty-five years, two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars in thirty years; and to negotiate for 
the payment of such bonds, or the interest thereon, at any 
place in the United States. The bonds heretofore issued for 
fifty thousand dollars, shall be withdrawn and cancelled by the 
Governor. 
` Sze. 6. It shall not be lawful for the Milwaukee and Rock 
River canal Company, to incur any expense, or to expend any 
sum of money, for any purpose to be chargable to said canal, 
but on payment of the sums of money already expended, a- 
mounting to eight thousand dollars te said company; and on 
completion of said canal according to said contract herein be- 
fore authorized, the said canal and all the privileges and ap- 
purtenances thereof, shall become absolutely the property of 
the Territory, without any claim thereon by said company, 
and on completion thereof by the Territory, all the powers 
and privileges of said company as a corporation, shall cease 
and determine, Provided that if the territory shall be unable to 
realize the full amount of one million dollars from loans to be 
paid from the proceeds of the sale of said lands, the territory 
shall be owner of a “proportional part of the stock of said 
canal company, equal to the amount of monies paid or expend- 
ed, as hetein provided ; and in any event the amount at which 
such lands or the proceeds thereof, shall be estimated, shall 
not be less than one half the cost of the whole canal; and the 
Territory shall be entitled to vote on the stock so acquired in 
said company, in such manner as the Legislature of the ‘Ter- 
ritory or State may by law provide. 

Sec. 7. All land conveyed in trust or otherwise, for the use 
and benefit of said company, shall, on the completion of said 
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canal, accrue to and become vested in the Territory, and the 
same may be sold by the Territory, in the same manner that 
other canal lands are or may be disposed of for the sole use 
and benefit of the canal fund. 

Sec. 8. The work on said canal shall be: commenced and 
prosecuted simultaneously at the terminations on the Milwaukee 
and Rock River, and equal amounts expended quarterly on 
each of the two divisions of said canal. 

Src. 9. All duties required to be performed by the register 
and receiver in relation to canal lands by the act of which this 
is amendatory, shall b2 performed by the receiver, and so much 
of said aet as contravenes the provisions of this act, is hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 10. The superintendent shall receive eight dollars per 
day, for every day actually employed in the discharge of the 
duty of his office ; and the receiver shall receive two per cen- 
tum, on all monies received and paid out by him in full for his 
services, provided that the annual compensation to the super- 
intendent shall not exceed one thousand dollars, and the annual 
compensation of the receiver shall not exceed five hundred 
dollars. i 

Src. 11. Alt monies arising from loans or otherwise, shall 
be deposited in the keeping of the receiver unless otherwise 
specially ordered by the Governor, who is hereby authorized 
to take such measures for the safe keeping of all such monies, 
as he may deem conducive to the public interests. “ 

Src. 12. This dct and all its provisions shall be binding and 
obligatory upon the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal Com- 
pany, andupon the Territory, from and after;the execution, of 
the contracts herein before authorized; and if the said com- 
pany shall fail to enter into said contract, the fifth section of 
this act shall be void and of no force or effect. Provided, that 
in that eventit shall be the duty of the Governor to withdraw 
and cancel the bonds of the Territory, heretofore issued for 
fifty thousand dollars, and not to issue ‘new bonds for said sum, 
or any other until authorized by future act of the Legislature. 

Sec. 13. The salaries now due to the chief engineer and 
canal commissioners, appointed under the act of which this 
is Jamendatory , shall be paid by the receiver out of the monies 
now in his hands, received from the sale of canal lands. 

Src. 14. No interest shall be chargable to any purchaser 
of canal lands, until the construction of said canal shail have

On examination of receipts presented by Mr. Strong, it ap- 
pears that on the Ist day of April 1839, he paid to Messrs. 
Collier and Pettus on account of interest $300 00. On the 27th 
July, 1839, he paid to the same, $12,973 03. On calculuting 
the interest up to the last date, viz: (27th July, at which 
apayment was made)at seven per cent per annum, on the 
loan of $15,000, it is found to be $612 50.—From papers in 
Mr. Strong’s possession itseems there-is an excess of lead, 
of 3143 pounds at four cents per pound, $125 68. But for 
this we have not Messrs. Collier & Pettus’ receipts. Mr. 
Strong has also exhibited to us W. B. Slaughter’s receipt for 
two hundred dollars, dated September 21st, 1839. 

We recommend, that the present fiscal agent, S. B. Knapp, 
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be required to pay Messrs. Collier and Pettus of St. Louis, 
the balance due them ; it being, as their receipts shew, two 
thousand three hundred and thirty-nine forty-seven one-hun. 
dredth dollars, with interest from 27th July 1839, if thea.

Gentlemen of the Council—The termination ofthe session 
effectuates a disolution of the relation in which I stand to 
this Honorable body, presenting a fit opportunity which, 
through your indulgence, I will now embrace, to offer a few 
very briefremarks on surrendering the trust confided to me at 
the commencement of the session. That trust, Gentlemen, 
it has been my constant aim to guard most scrupulously, and I 
have much pleasure in the consciousness which I feel, that 
the indulgence and invaluable support, at all times extended 
to me by each andevery Gentleman of the Council, in my 
endeavors faithfully to discharge the duties of the chair, has 
been the result of a conviction, that the authority which you 
delegated to me has been exercised impartially and with integ- 
rity of purpose. 

Gentlemen—I have ever held, and will on this occasion re- 
iterate the sentiment, that the most acceptable reward which 
can be received by an honest Public servant, is a conscious- 
ness of having discharged his duties with rectitude of inten- 
tion and the approbatioon of those to whom heis indebted for 
his elevation.——Whether this reward be merited on the present 
occasion, I constitute you the judges. From the unfortunate 
circumstance of the laws passed at the last session of the 
Legislative Assembly not having been distributed at as early a 
period as was contemplated, we have been called on at the 
present session to repeal and amend laws the practicable oper- 
ation of which we have but little knowledge. Our object 
however, having been to promote the interests of the whele 
people by making those laws as nearly conformable to their 
wants and wishes as was possible, taking into view the cir- 
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cumstances under which we have been forced to act, we may 
reasonably hope that our doings will meet their approbation. 

Gentlemen—Coming as we have, from the different Local 
sections of the Territory, and from constituents, who have 
emigrated and located here, not only from all the differant 
States and Territories of this Union, but from Europe as well 
as from the Governments‘and Nations other than our own on 
this Continent, whose manners and customs are almost as vari- 
ed as is the manners and customs of the many nations of the 
earth, and who entertain strong prejudices in favor of the 
laws under which they have formerly lived, and consequently 
against those of other states, it would perhaps, be morally 
impossible,to digest a code or to enact a single law forthe Gov- 
ernment of a society thus constituted that would meet the 
entire approbation of all. But Gentlemen, if we are conscious 
of having honestly exerted ourselves to protect and promote the 
best interests of the whole community, the reasonable portion 
of that community will never consent that we shall be branded 
as unworthy public servants. 

Genilemen—permit me to say that I separate from each 
member of this house with the most profound sentiments of 
friendship, and have good reason to hope that the sentiments 
are mutual. For the complimentary expressions of the reso- 
lution you have just unanimously passed, I tender the Homage 
ofa thankful heart, and gentlemen, for your health, happiness 
and prosperity in all future time, you bave and will ever have 
my best wishes and sincere prayers. . 3

To His Excellency Henry Dover :— 

The Commissioners appointed under an act of the Territo- 
rial Legislature of Wisconsin, approved March 8th, 1839, “In 
addition to an Act, entitled an Act, to establish the seat of 
Government of the Territory of Wisconsin, andto provide for 
the erection of Public. Buildings, approved December 3, 1836,” 
respectfully report, that after being duly qualified to act, the 
Board met at Milwaukee on the 8th day of May, 1839, where- 
upon Nathaniel C. Prentiss was chosen Acting Commissioner 
of the said Board, and James L. Thayer was elected 
Treasurer—and ordered that the Board adjourn to meet at Madi-. 
Son. 

+ G i 
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On the 28th day of May last, the Board met at Madison: for 
the purpose of discharging their official duties, im settling the 
accounts of the former Board of. Commissioners z. ané to 
examine into, the state and condition of the Public Buildings, 
and their progress towards completion ; but were disappointed 
in not finding here but one of the former Board of Commission- 
ers, A. A. Bird, Esq.,'the late Acting Commissioner ; although 
the Board had good reason to expect that that they shouid meet 
at least two of the former Commissioners. 

And we regret to report that we did not find the person here, 
who has contracted to complete the Public Buildings ; or any 
preparations making to procure materials to complete them, 
and but two men at or about thè- buildings at work ; and that 
during our stay in Madison of six days,and the period of ten 
days the Acting Commissioner remained neither of the former 
Board appeared, except as before mentioned—nor the contrac- 
tor, James Morrison. 

On the 4th of June last, the Acting Commissioner addressed 
a letter to the contractor, informing l him of the Acting Commis- 
sioner’s readiness to discharge the duties of his office ; to which 
no answer has been received. 

On the 17th of June last, the Board mailed a letter at Mil- 
waukee to each of the former Commissioners, notifying them 
to meet the present Board at Madison on the 10th of July 
instant, to settle their accounts agreeable to the 3d section of 
the act, “approved March 8, 1839.” 

On the 10th inst., the Board convened at Madison and up 
to the date of this report, neither of the former Board of Com- 
missioners, have been pleased ta meet us “here, excepting ‘the 
resident Commissioner, who has at all times expressed a 
willingness to settle with the Board ; but we are of opinion 
that this Board cannot, in strict persuance of the law which 
prescribes their duty, settle with only one of the former Board, 
when, the Treasurer is absent with al} his accounts of disburse- 
ments, é&c. 

The progress of the buildings towards completion is in near- 
ly the same situation that it was when we last adverted to it, 
ag no additional men are employed on it ; and judging from the 
past and. the present, we feel warranted in the conclusion, that 
there is little or no intention, on the part of the contractor to 
complete the buildings by the time specified in the contract, to 
wit : the 20th day of September next. 

We would further report, that from a liberal" estimate of all 
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the expenditires made in building the Capitol, from ‘the “tine 
the contract was let to James Morrison, at ‘the “present ‘time, 
the amount of money expended cannot exceed the-sum of $13, 

$00-; and from the report of the Acting Commissioner, ‘it ap. 
pears, thet thé contractor received out of the property’ be. 
longing to the Territory in April and May, 1838, the- sum of 
$7,969 70; and from the statements of the late Acting Commis- 
sioner, (as we have been unable to obtain any vouchers to that 
effect,) we are fully convinced, that upwards of $12,000 has 
been paid over by thè 'Freasurer to the said contractor, out-of 
the last appropriation by Congress ; making in all $20,000 or 
upwards ; but which, allowing it to be just $20, 000, will show 
a ballance i in the hands of the contractor, over and above the 
amount expended un the Capitol, of $6,500. 

The fact that the contractor has received the sum of $6, 500 
over and above the amount of work dong, or money expended 
upon the Capitol, in connection with the circumstance: of the 
inattention’ of the late Board of Commissioners to the notices 
of this Board to meet at Madison on the 10th inst., evinces in 
our opinion a state of things, whieh do not subserve the best 
“interests of the Territory, and a course of managment which 
has in its object, some other design, than to afford this Board 
an early settlement and ready funds to discharge their duties in 


_ the most profitable manner to the people of the ‘Territory, and 


operates to defeat the intention af the Legislatdre had in 
, View, viz: the immediate completion of the Capitol. 

A sense of public duty requires, that this Board should com- 
municate their views in relation to the manner in which the | 
work lias been done upon the Capitol, and accepted by ‘the 
Acting Commissioner, and im doing So, we-are compelled to 
state, that the walls of the building, the construction of the 
work, and particularly that.of the roof and dome, are of that 
character of workmanship, that ‘a public officer, acting for the 

best interests of the cantor, should never: havà mecepieG 
of. ' 
“The Present Board are noti in possession of any Territorial: 
nds, nor do they soon expect to be, and there is some Work 
necessarily required for the safety and security of the ‘building, - 
which is not included in the contracts with- J. - ‘Morrison, ‘and’ 
which, it is important should be done beforé-the building" is, fin-* 
ished inside. 
‘And this Board would further report, that ‘they have WA 
- reasons. for believing, that a. co-partnership.-has existed and”

aioners and James Morrison, the ¢ontractor, in the business 
of constructing the-Capito], and managing the say-mill, &c., 
as well as.in.the mercantile businegs at this place; and that 
ail profits or losses in management of the business, benefit or 
injure alike all the persons concerned. 
_ ‘Thig Board, in saying thus much state only what they do 
conceive to be the true state of affairs; and what also will serve 
to explain, in a manner tothe people of the Territory, the sin- 
gplar and mysterious conduct of the late Commissioners and the 
contractor for the last few months.

Report of the Chief Engineer of the Territory, on the Milwau. 
>, kee & Rock River Canal. . 


Cher ee ata 
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at Bark river, to the Milwaukee river, the line as it now runs, 
is perhaps the: most ‘direct’ which could have beet selected, 
and eombines many advantages to.thé Territory and, the 
agriculturalists living along its: route, particularly from the 
hydraulic power, which will be created’in abundances by the” 
lockage. The summit is three hundred and fourteen feet 
above Lake Michigan,. and the line from it'to the lake intet- 
sects the Pishtauka and Menomiziee rivers, It is the design 
of the company, not to construct an aqueduct across either of 
them, but to ¢ross with dams, which will savè very. consider. 
_ able expense to the Territory, as the ground between these two! 
| streams, and between the Menominee and Milwaukee rivets; 
| is low and will not require very.deep cuts to pass from one tö: 
the-other. Waste weirs at these’ dams will afford as great, or 
a greater, supply of water to people living near these ‘streams; 
below the dams, than they receive now from the natural cur: 
rent, for.’from the supply which can be had at all seasons at 
the summit, there will be a surplus of water at each of these 
places of interséction. There is a descent of seventy feet 
from the summit to the Pishatauka; from thence to the Me- 
nominee, one hundred and ten feet: and from thé Menominee’ 
sto the Milwaukee river, ninety-eight feet; and from thence 
to Lake Michigan thirty-six feet ; thus is seen the natural di- 
vision of the lockage. 

Stone of a goöd quality, and easily quarried, is found in the 
vicinity of most of the locks, the expense of whose construct." 
tion must thereby be more than ordinarily diminished. - 

As the present location of the canal intersects the Milwau- 
kée river; ‘some material advantages are gained to the Terri- 
tory and tothe town of Milwaukee. The river can easily be 
made navigable from the point of intersection. to the’ Milwau- 

| kee falls, a distance of twenty-five miles, affording.toa rich” 
and well timbered country facilities to a market, thus increas- 
ing the business" and tolls’ of thecanal. There beinga fall. 
of thirty-six’ feet-from where the canal enters the river to the 
town of Milwaukee, an excellent hydraulic power can be 
made if the town, which.will bring.a revenue to the Territory, 
inéfeasing with the growth of the country. This isan im- 
peitait consideration, when we look forwardto the immense’. - 
“gudntity of grain’ which must be raised in a few years, and’ 
tratisported’ to Milwaukeé to be:manufactured for an eastertt: 
matket. From- the summit, the:westerm division of ‘thé line” 
wf location is made to bend, and suit particularly cireumstae 
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ces in conhection with the interest.of an extensive country. 
Within two- miles of the summit: is the beginning of a chain 
of lakes, presenting almost a connection, of waters, easily 
miade navigable to the eastern bend of Rock river, a.distance 
of twelve or fifteen miles ; and in many places,it will only be 
necessary to construct tow paths along the shores of the lakes, 
and suitable navigation jis obtained. This will make the route 
a little more crooked but a cheaper one, and afford to all in 
the vicinity of these lakes an easy access to the canal. 

. From La Belle lake to Rock river is a valley which appears 
to -have been designed by nature to unite the two waters. It 
gradaully descends from the lake to the river, making a fall of 
sixteen feet in two miles, the distance between their waters. 
As the: Rock river is so very winding in its course from thig 
point down -to the termination of the canal, and as there isa 
very serious obstruction to navigation presented by Johnson’s 
rapids, it is important that any,water communication uniting 

e Michigan and lower Rock river shauld be made to con- 
nect with La Belle lake, thus affording, at the proper time, 
facilities for easily making a connection with the upper and 
lower Rock rivers. - 

.Between Nagowicka and Nomabin lakes is a fall of sixteen 
feet in a distance of one mile. This portion of the canal can 
be cheaply constructed, and one of the finest hydraulic pow- 
ers in the Territory created. From the number of settlements 
which have been made in the vicinity of this part of the line, 
and the great quantity of grain already raised, it would seem 
important to have something done there as soon as possible, in 
order that. the Territory may realize a revenue from the water 
rents. a Ni “ 

La, Belle lake will afford a sufficient supply of water, at 
the . point where the canal intersects it, to serve as a feeder as 
far as the termination on Rock river. This portion of the line 
passes through a rich and well timbered country, not yet well 
settled, but one which will admit of a dense population. 

The descent from the summit to Cincippi, thé Western ter- 
mination, is one hundred and thirty-four feet, forty-six of 
‘which is within one fourth of a mile of the termination afford- - 
ing to thé Territory at that point, a valuable water power. 
It is in contemplation to build a dam across the outlet of North 
lake, and tœ turn the . water through Pine lake, and thence. 
through a feeder che mile in Jength, into the snmmit of the 
canal. This willnot only increase ` the navigation eight or 
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ten miles, and afford to all who may: live upon the borders of 
these lakes a. water transportation. to the canal, but it-will 
afford surplus water upon the summit. Bark river is also 
taken in at the summit, the canal crossing it with a dam. 

Thus far, I have referred only to the feasibility and laca- 
tions of different portions of the work, but it is also necessary 
that I should inform you that the cost of the canal will be less 
than the limit prescribed by the law, and I should report the 
estimate as made, but.as the canal company has .the direction 
of the work, and I am unacquainted: with all their plans, it is 
impossible for me to determine the exact cost of its construc- 
tion ; yet you may rest assured that it will not be more‘ than 
twelve hundred thousand dollars, provided it is under good 

Management, and the expenditures are judiciously made. 

The time which it will take to construct the canal, of 

course, will depend upon the means obtained for that purpose, 
- andthe manner in which they are applied. I would recom- 
mend a completion of the work in, five years, that being a 
period in which I think it can be accomplished, and suit the 
interests of the country. By begining with the expenditure 
of one or two hundred thousand dollars for the first year, and 
gradually increasing the appropriation, as the business of the 
country will -justify it, the canal will be completed in a few 
years, and the money laid out kept in the country. ; 

. There is at this time a surplus produce which would justify 
an immediate expenditure of fifty thousand dollars upon the 
canal, and the: laborers employed consume only sufficient to 
give a market for the products of the farmer. i ooo 

A Branch canal to connect the ‘‘Pishtauka” with the main 
line, should be made as soon-as practicable. This will be but 
a few miles in length before it unites with navigable water in 

the “Pishtauka,” and affords to.a dense “and enterprising pop- 
ulation the facilities of a water communication to the Mil. 
waukee market, The “Pishtauka” passes through one of the 
best settled portions of the Territorys all the lands of which, 
I believe are held by actual settlers, whohave raised during 
thelast season fine crops of grain. A large surplus produce 
has been made last season upon that river and if after a settle. 
ment of from two to three. years they have produced, more 
than the country consumes, what may we expect-when large 
fields .are enclosed, and the soil properly subdued? The in- ` 
terest of the citizens of Walworth county and that portion of 
Racine in the vicinity of the “Pishtauka,” imperatively-- dė- 
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mand a speedy completion of the Milwaukee and Rock River 
Canal, in rder that they may have a communication by water 
to the Milwaukee market. 

The country through which the Milwaukee and.Rock River 
Canal passes, is rich and finely watered, and setthng by an 
industrious and intelligent farming population. Those who 
have been in the country two or three years have large improve. 
ments, and have already provided a surplus beyond what they 
can consume. From Rock river east, eighteen miles, the 
country is covered with a dense growth of timber, from thence 
till within about the same distance of Milwaukee, it is oak open- 

‘ings & prairie, & from thence to Milwaukee it is covered with 
a rich growth of timber. The whole distance following the 
line of the canal, is sixty-one miles and twenty-four chains. 
The soil is peculiarly adapted to raising all kinds of produce 
which will suit this particular latitude. I-have been thus par- 
ticular in a description of this country, because I deemed it 
my duty as Territorial Engineer, to impart to you all the in- 
formation which I may possess in-reference to the canal or ca- 
nal lands. The agent appointed to negotiate a loan of fifty 
thousand dollars, not being able to effect it, no contracts: have 
been let or money applied to the work on the part of the Ter. 
ritory. Although the failure to obtain money will prevent an 
immediate commencement of the work, yet it is not necessary 
that it should-retard its final completion. By increasing the 
amount of Territorial bonds, so as to be ready for a favorable 
change in.the money-market, the work, when it is commenced, 
can be prosecuted upon a more extensive'scale, and completed 
within the time antivipated. =e 

The. Milwaukee ant Rock River Canal will give a water 
communication between the lakes and a tributary of the Mis- 
sissippi,-by:a-shorter route than any other which has or can 
be constructed.. It unites with Rock river almost directly. west 
of. the town of Milwaukee, affording ` to all: who may live-up- 
onthe river, a direct water communication toa New-York- 
market, which now, they can only reach by the way: of New’ 
Orléans, or up the Obio river. - These : two routes have. many 
dangers, difficulties; and expenses ‘attending them. -Ifa far- 
mer sends: his prodave by way. of New Orleans, he has river. 
transportation topay to that city, and:from thence to New. 
Yerk, transportation “and insurance, whichis double:thera- 
mownt which- would be-paid upon- the Takes.: ; There id's: cer- 
tainty of beitig’able to reach a New-York market by.the.way' 
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of the Ohio river, as that stream is toolow. for navigation from 
the middle of July till the first of November, the véry-season.in 
which the . merchants wish to bring their goods west. But 
New York can always be reached:by the lakes in the business 
season, and give ta the citizens of the interior, a communica. 
tion to lake Michigan, and they are certain of a sure and safe 
transportation to market, and that communication is obtained 
by the completion of the Milwaukee and Roek river canal. 
It is true that Hlinois is making great strides with internal im- 
provements, and will be able in a few years to give access to 
Jake Michgian upon her. public worksfor our prodice. But 
‘will Wisconsin remain inactive and suffer the hard earned- 
products of her cifizens‘to be carried away by Illinois to fill 
the coffers of that State? Itis a self evident fact, that unless. 
she makes use of the advantages given her by the General 
Goyernment, all the imporfant trades of the country will be 
diverted into the State of Hlinois by her canals and rail roads. 

Wisconsin, witha climate unusually healthy, and a soil 

equal to any ini the world, will not suffer such blessings to es- 
cape unimproved. The Territory will begin a-system of inter- 
nal improvements by proper arrangements for the. prosecution 
of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal, ‘the beneficial effects 
of which, will be.felt and applauded by succeeding genera- , 
tions. Itis not necessary to involve the future State in a 
debt, from which she can only extritate herself by a sacrifice 
of ‘credit or a system of direct taxation. It is only necessary 
to make use of. the means at her command. Congress per- 
ceiving the good effects resulting from making appropriations 
in lands, will beinduced to pursue a magnanimous. edurse to- 
wards fhe Territory and make further appropriations for other 
works, in prosecution of the policy coed commenced. 

“The immediate improvement of the Rotk river for steam- 
boat navigation, is an object, not only required on account. of 
its connection with the Milwaukee and Rock river, canal, but 
to accommodate an extensive and fertile country thro’ which 
that stream runs. Heading near lake Winnebago in the north, 
it winds its way ‘south, through one of the most beautiful and 
fertile regions in the world, and empties through the state of 
fihnois into the Mississippi. river. The :State of Hiinois has 
made liberal appropriations for the improvement of that portion 
which runs through the State, and which contains’ the worst 
obstrutions. Those in the Territory are but few and easily 
removed, and by a proper representation to the General Gov- 
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ernment, I have no doubt a sufficient appropriation may be ob- 
tained for the removal of all the obstructions to navigation. 
The soil upon the shores-of this stream} is in many ‘placés in 
2 fine state of cultivation, and ina few years we may expect 
to see it lined with an industrious and wealthy population. 

Already a number of towns of several hundred inhabitants 
have sprung up, and filled with storesof merchandize for the 
accommodation of the settlers. But the merchants ‘have to 
labor under great disadvantages in the transportation of ‘their 
goods, and of course must sell at a great advance to gave them- 
selves from loss. This extra cost, comes out of the farmers, and 
must continue to be drawn from them till a more easy means of 
reaching market is provided. ‘Thousands of bushels of wheat, 
which are selling at from three to four shillings per bushel, 
could bé exported ‘from Rock river the receipts of which in the 
east, would serve to .enrich the farmer and the country, and 
‘renovate the drooping spirit of inactivity, and cheer up the 
disappointed and desponding. From there being no pine upon 
any of the tributaries of Rock river, the inhabitants are at 
great inconvenience and expense in obtaining the requisite 
lumber for building. ‘They have to pay from fifty to sixty dol- 
lars per thousand fer pine lumber, and obtain it with difficulty 
at that, At Milwaukee, such lumber is selling for from twelve 
to fifteen dollars per thousand, and if the Milwaukee and Rock 
river canal were open, it could be furnished on any part of 
Rock River for twenty or twenty-five. The great quantity 
which would be sent from Milwaukee, would make no small 

‘item in the business of that place, and of the canal.. This is 

the only one commodity I have named,- but many others might 
be mentioned with equal propriety in demonstrating the im- 
portance of a means of transportation west. 

In connection with the Milwaukee’ and Rock ‘river ‘canal, 
the improvement of the Pecatonica is an important considera- 
tion. Entering the state of illinois, from the south west cor- 
ner of Iowa county, Wisconsin Territory, it winds its way 
through a rich and beautiful .country, and empties into” Rock 
Tiver a, few. miles below the State line. . The Pecatonita is a 
deep and sluggish stream, and I have learned from those who 
have boated lead upon it, thatit would be an easy matter to 
make it navigable for boats of light draft, up to the Territorial 
line. ; From thence I.can speak.from personal observation, as 
I made it my business during the last epring to examine it:-with 
reference to its’ futurezimprovement. ` -E should ‘pronounce: it 
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perfectly feasible to constructa canal from ‘the State line, 
along the valley of the Pekatonica, up to New Berane, 
which is within about seven miles of Mineral Point... . - 

At that place two streams unite, which-will afford ‘sufficient 
water for the supply of a, canal to the State line. -But from 
New Baltimore to Mineral Point the supply of water is ‘lim: 
ited and I should have some Hesitation in stating that there 
was sufficient to supply a canal.and locks which would -be re- 
quisite. But it would be an easy and cheap operation to con- 
struct a rail road from thence to Mineral Point, which would 
answer the purpose of transportation. 

A company has been chartered,-called the “Pecatonica 
Navigation Company,” for the purpose of making‘an improve- 
ment from Minera] Point to the State line. - But, it is not te 
be supposed, with the limited capital of anew country, the 
resources of which are not yet developed, that it will be able 
to accamplish this desirable improvement, without assistance 
from the General Government. But when the utility and im: 
portance of this improvement, and the reasons which induce 
the citizens to pray for aid, are properly represented to Con- 
gress, I have no doubt it would lend a listening ear and give'a 
helping hand to the prosecution of the work. The policy of 
the government to appropriate lands for public works of im. 
portance, can be carried outin this instance with great ad- 
vantage. The length of the work would be about.thirty miles, 
and the country through which it passes, is nearly covered 
with lead and copper, the most of which belongs to the United 
States. In making a grant of land for this object, the Gov- 
ernment is only acting the part of a great land holder, who 
gives a few acres to make the remainder valuable, and provide 
the means for the transportation. of this produce to market. 
_ For the want of better means the miners are compelled to 
‘ convey their mineral thirty or forty miles to Galena with ani- 
mal power, over rough roads, losing almest one half the profits,

` ìn being thus compelled to use such tardy and expensive trang- 


portation. Another great‘objection to this, and argument in 
fayor of preparing other facilities to market, is being compet 
led to reach.a market ont of the Territory, depriving our 
towns of the benefits of the mineral trade, and building up 
and enriching the towns of a neighboring State. F have no 
objection to their prosperity, but I do object to making useof 


‘the resources-of Wisconsin for that purpose and retarding the 


growth of one of the finest. countries in the world. It may 
24 P - 
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be asserted I believe, without fear. of contradiction, that two 

thirds of the mineral shipped from Galena 1s raised in the Ter- 

ritory, when itis scarcely heard of inthe mineral trade of 
the East, and it would never be known that a pig of lead was 

ever made in Wisconsin, were it not for the brands upon it. 

Such facts should rouse the public spirited citizens to æ sense 

of their interests, and induce then to make every effort to 
keep this valuable trade, as much as possible within the limits 
of our Territory, and to secure the cheapest and most expedi: 

tious transportation to a New York market. 

Ifit is not stopped, our country will be drained of its 
wealth, and when‘ it takes its place by the side of the sister 
States in the Union, it. will have been robbed of its richest 
treasures. The improvement of the Pekatonica, is only car- 
Tying out one of the objects of the construction of the Mil- 
waukee and Rock river canal. The means of transporting 
the mineral to Lake Michigan must be afforded to the miners. 
H that object can be obtained, they will be able to reach New 
York market at one half the present expense. That State is 
déeply interested in this project, for it is only an extension of 
the great Erie canal into the heart of the mineral regions of 
Wistonsin. It would divert the trade from the Mississippi to 
the Lakes, and add wealth to that State. It will augment the 
carrying trade upon the Erie canal, and increase the means 
for the enlargement of that great work, which has been com- 
tienced With a public spirit worthy of the Empire State; 

The improvement of the “Cat Fish,” or “Four Lakes” river 
is an object of worthy consideration, in connection with the 
Milwaukee and Rockriver canal. This streamruns from 
Madison the seat of Government, and empties into Rock river 
about six miles below Lake Kushkanong. The kind or extent 
df the improvement whith would be required to make this 
stream useful in navigation, Jam unable to report upon, as I 
Have riot made an examination in reference to its improve- 

“ment; 

It is possible that Capt. Cram, of the U. S. Topographical 
Engineers will make a report upon the subject to the General 
Government, and afford such information as shall be required 
in the preliminary arrangements for improving it. 

The River of thé Four Lakes passes through a fine rich rol. 
ling country, beautifully diversified with prairies and oak op- 
enings, affording to the farmer all the varieties for convenient 
atid easy improvenient. : - ' 
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i rode over the country from the Fourth Lake to the Wis. 
consiri river, as faras the summit; and as well as I could 
judge from the slight examination made on horseback, J should 


give jt as my opinion that a reservoir could be formed at the’ 


summit to furnish water sufficient for canal navigation, pro- 
yided there is not too much fall from the summit to the Wis, 
consin. This, however, should be more , thoroughly tested 
with the necessary instruments before any important steps are 
taken toward its improvement. ; j 
The improyement of the Platte river up to the town of 
Platteville is an important work to that section of the. coun- 
try. Platteville is a flourishing town with several hundred 
inhabitants, which has sprung up within a few years in the 
yicinity of the Platte mines. "The country around is well pop- 
ulated, and already it has some of the finest farms in the terri- 
tory; which in a short time will produce a surplus that will 
seek.a market on the Mississippi river. The miners labor 
under the same difficulties as those about Mineral Point in the 
transportation of their lead to market, having to convey it to 
Galena or Sinipee with wagons and teams, From an examin- 
ation which I made during the last symmer,. I am convinced 
that a canal or rail road could be made from the head of the 
back water of the Mississippi to Platteville, whieh is only ten 
or twelve miles. ‘But to make this improvement the General 
Government must grant the means, either in lands or money. 
A grant of land similar to those which have been made for 
similar works would make this improvement and afford to the 
“people the means of reaching market with their products, at 
much less expense, and the mines of the United States would 
be enhanced in value ten fold. ` 2i 
If the members-of Congress, with the liberal and expanded 
views of American statesman, can be convinced of the impor- 
tance of these works, and of the facility with which they can 
be made, they will not hesitate to grant to the Territory the 
alternate sections five miles on each side of the work for that 
purpose; thereby enriching that portion which belongs to the 
United States and make it sell with the improvement for more 
than. the whole would sell without it. Although the soil of 
the Territory has belonged or does belong to the United States, 
and the land was ceded to it in consideration that the proceeds 


should be distributed among the States in proportion to their ~ 


population, yet it would appear like very bad poilcy for the 
` Government to draw. from the Territory all its resources; for 
. ’ 


4 
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unless improvements are made the country will not settle, and 
if the country does not settle, the lands will not sell, and 
hence the Government can receive nothing from them. 

There is one subject, which may not be considered directly 
connected with this report, yet, from its importande to’the coun- 
iry, [cannot permit that opportunity to escape without present- 
ing it to your consideration. Itis the construction of a rail- 
road from Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river. By the 
number of works which are being projected and prosecuted 
in the east, with a spirit and enterprise peculiar to the 
American people, and the regular and continuous line 
presented from New-York to Lake Michigan, we are for- 
cibly impressed with the importance of extending this magnif- 
icent chain of internal improvements through Wisconsin to 
the Mississippi river. Ina few years, rail-roads will have 
” been made from New-York to Albany and from thence to 

Buffalo, a good portion of-the latter being already completed. 
. Also, from Buffalo passing along the southern shore of Lake 
Erie through Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan, to Detroit. A 
route has been projected from Niagara river along the northern 
shore of Lake Erie, through Canada to Detroit. A survey and 
report has been made upon this route by an able engineer, 
pronouncing it perfectly feasible : and is no doubt before this 
would have been under construction had it not been for the un- 
fortunate troublesin Canada. The state of Michigan is con- 
structing a road from Detroit to the mouth of Grand river, and 
as soon as it is completed the enterprizing citizens of Wiscon- 
sin will have steam boats plying from its termination to the dif- 
ferent harbors in the Territory. But if there is not a continu- 
‘ation of this great route from the lake through Wisconsin to 
the Mississippi, the travel will be diverted to Chicago, and 
thetice to the Mississippi, thus depriving our citizens and“ our 
country of. a great and increasing source of wealth. Passing 
through a country surpassing almost any in the world in nater- 
al beauty and diversity of scenery,it would draw the travel 
from other routes which are not possessed of these advantages. 
The pleasure seeking traveler, naturally fond of variety, 
would geek this route, more especially as ıt would be in a di- 
rect line from the falls of Niagara to the falls of St. Anthony, 
which ina few years will be made a place of resort for the 
fashionable public. And as the tide of immigration ig continu- 
ally rolling back farther and farther westward, we may expect 
to see in a short time the upper Mississippi containing a dense 
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population and studded with rich farms and thriving villages. 
This is no fancy sketch, but drawn from its analogy to the 
settlement of other new couptries. But a few years since, wes- 
tern New-York, whicii is now almost one great farm, enter- 
‘spersed with towns and villages was a howling wilderness. 
Western Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan, have only: come in- 
to notice a few years since, and Wisconsin, which has bore a 
name less than five yéars, cantaind a population almost suf- 
ficient to entitle’ her toa place in the Union. And must we 
not suppose that: immigration will continue to flow into the 
far west, and in a short time the present frontier counties thick- 
ly settled ? Et should be the policy of Wisconsin to be in read- 
iness to reap a portion of the benefits which must necessarily 
result from the population of the west and prepare the means’ 
of connecting improvements with those of the east, affording 
an easy and ready means of reaching market. slowa Terri- 
tory is settling like magic, and producing a large surplus, 
which would be sent to New-York by the way of the lakes 
if a rail road were constructed fromthe Mississippi to Lake 
Michigan. The people of Iowa are almost as deeply interested 
in the completion of this work as those of Wisconsin : and I 
have nò doubt that opposite to its termination on the Missis- 
sippi would be a focus for many other important works, and a 
town of great magnitude would spring up, rising in importance 
with the other commercial emporiums of the west. This 
would give Wisconsin the transportation of the produce of Iowa 
to lake Michigan and would build up alake-port town which 
would be the pride of the country. He who will wander back 
in memory for the last ten years and examine the latent resour- 
-ces of the country which have been developed and added to our 
national wealth, and viewthe wonderful and magic changes 
which have been madein the wilderness of the west, will be 
ready to join with mein my ‘brilliant anticipations for the fu- 
ture, 2d picture a prosperity more prolific with wonderful 


results.

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL IN RELATION TO THE 
> MILITIA. 


Apstrant-GENERAL’s Orrice, W. T. 
Mineral Point, Nov, 25th, 1839. 

To His Excellency, Henry Dopet, 

A Governor and Commander-in-Chief, Je. Sc. 

IR ;:— ; í : 

In obedience to general orders issued by the Commander-in, 
Chief: and bearing date August the first 1839, a general order 
of the same date was issued from this department, ‘accompa. 
nied by letters of instruction, directed to the several comman- 
ders of regirhents and separate battalions, of the miljtia of the 
Territory, and also requiring the several commanding officers 
of volunteer corps within the same to conform to the requisi- 
tions of the said order. The object of the general orders, was, 
to effect a re-organization of the militia, in conformity with 
the existing laws of the United States in relation to the army, 
and also pursuant to an act of the Legislature of Wisconsin 
passed the eighth day of March 1839. 

The militiary force of Wisconsin Territory, as organized 
prior to the passage of the laws above stated, consisted of five 
regiments, and two separate battalions, comprising thirty 
companies of militia; also of seven volunteer corps; the 
whole being fermed into two brigades. Those laws required 
an increased number of men in each company, so as not to be 
less than ninety.three including officers, non-commissioned of- 
ficers, musicians and privates and consequently rendered a 
new arrangement as tothe bounds and number of companies, 
necessary, preparatory to the re-organization of the whole in. 
to battalions, regiments, and brigades. 

From the first regimental distriet composed of the county 
of Towa, no official returns have been received, designating 
the bounds of companies or the number of men contained in 
the regiment, although by the advertised orders of the’com- 
manding officer of the regiment, the bounds.of the several 
companies have been designated with a view to include the re- 
quisite number of. men in each company. In the Mineral 
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Point Compariy in this regiment, three officers have been re- 
turned to your Excellency for commissions. 

From the second regimental district composed of the coun. 
ties of Brown, Manitouwoc, Sheboygan, Fond du Lac, Por- 
tage, Marquette, and Calumet, the most satisfactory returns 
have been received Colonel Wheelock with promptness 
and‘ accuracy immediately proceeded to designate the new 
bounds of companies according to general orders, and,the re- 
sult has been forwarded to this office, exhibiting the muster 
rolls of six companies together with the selection of officers 

in eath, and giving an aggregate; of five hundred and seven- 
ty-two officers; non-commissioned officers and privates; as 
now enrolled; accompanied with a statement, that a number 
of persons now settled in the prairies of the upper Wisconsin 
whose names are tiot yet obtained, may render the fractional 
company in the regiment complete. ~ 

From the third regimental district composed of the counties 
of Milwaukee, Jefferson, Dodge, and Washington, I have 
received no returns of the new bounds of companies, -nor of the 
actual number of men therein ; but a return has been made to 
this office of the names of company officers for six companies, 
and also a recommendation for the appointment of a major 
of the regiment to filla vacancy ; the officers names have been 
repotted to your Excellency. 

From the fourth regimental district (formerly the eighth) 
composed of the counties of Racine, Walworth and Rock, no 
returns have been made in relation to the new organization of 
boundaries of the companies; but I have received from the 
commanding officer of the regiment a statement of the old 
botmds of the nine companies of which his command is com- 
posed, together with a promise to forward to this office a com- 
plete muster roll of each company as soon as the same can be 
obtained; the receipt of these documents will perhaps, cause 
the present company boundaries, to be little, if any, changed ; 
this is the” opinion of the colonel. A major has been lately . 
commissioned in this regiment to filla vacancy. 

From the fifth regimental district (formerly the ninth) com- 
. posed of Grant county, no official returns have been received 
hitherto, but they may be shortly expected. 

From major H. L. Dousman, commander of the .separate 
battalion composed of the county of Crawford, a very satis- 
factory report has been received, exhibiting the muster rolls of 
two companies, containing, the first, sixty-two, and the sec-

ond, one hundred and two, making in the aggregate, of offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers and privates, one hundred and 
sixty-four men. Commissions have been issued to the newly 
elected officers-in this battalion. In answer to enquires made 
from this department on the subject, major Dousman has writ- 
ten, that he will obtain as early as possible, information of 
the number of persons now in St. Croix and Chippewa coun- 
try, with a view of their organization into companies, and 
report the result to this office. 

From the separate battalion composed of the counties of 
Dane and Green, no retarn has been received. I understand 
that the battalion is divided in four company districts, the 
number of men not yet ascertained. ` 

The volunteer corps of “the first Wisconsin Dragoons,” 
commanded by Capt. John F. O’Neil, exhibits a` muster roll 
of forty three officers, non- commissioned. officers and privates, 
as returned to this office. 

No ather ylounteer corps have made returns, although I 
understand that several are in existence in: the Territory. 

. Considering the great extent of country embraced in the 
Territory, its widely scattered population, the difficulty of 
communication from one quarter to another, except on direct 
mail routes, and especially the short period elapsing from the 
date of the general orders to the present time, much has al- 
ready been effected in obtaining the desired object of the Com- 
mander.in.chief as expressed in-the general orders, and in a 
short time it is expected that this department will be able to 
furnish your Excellency with a correct roster of the militia 
and volunteers of the Territory, as soon as the requisite’ in- 
formation is gained from the proper sources, on the subject of 
the required re-organization of the militia of the Territory, I 
will Jay the same before the Command-in-Chief.

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DOCUMENT NO. 6. ` 
MEMORIAL OF A. M. DIXON ON THE SUBJECT OF EDUCATION. 


To the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wisconsin. 


The undersigned having been appointed by the Grant Coun- 
ty Literary Association for the promotion of Education to 
prepare a memorial to your Honorable body on the subject of 
Education, would respectfully call your attention to its impor: 
tance by presenting the few following thoughts. 

We would not dwell on the superior value of Education, for 
it is invaluable. Wisdom is better than strength, knowledge 
distinguishes the man from the brute, and the citizen of intel- 
ligence and refinement from the son of the wilderness.—But all 
this and much more is self-evident. Neither would we occupy 
your time with remarks upon the oft repeated fact, that in our 
éountry every citizen is a sovereign, and must act in public af- 
fairs at least by the election of rulers. Nor would we enlarge 
upon the consideration that our institutions cannot be perman- 
ent, or supported properly Without intelligence being diffused 
among the people. All these considerations are too plain to’ 
require illustration. 

But we would humbly ask your attention for a*moment to the 
fact that Wisconsin, so distinguished for its water privileges, 
its salubrity of climate, fertility of soil and mineral resources, 
is destined to stand among the first in point of wealth and 
population, but her true greatness and glory must be eclipsed 
without knowledge diffused among the mass of the people. 

‘“Again,unless Wisconsin have a good system of education, tho’ 
her population may be great & numerous, she will keep herself 
a reservoir and receptacle for the illiterate and reckless, who 
care but little for morality, intelligence or virtue. But if she 
have a good system, the wealthy, the moral and the intelligent 
of the older States will not hesitate to leaye their good sys- 
tems of education, which they enjoy at home, and emigrate 
here forother advantagés. Therefore, tosécure' intelligent 
Sovereigns, to secure the permanency of our institutions, 
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and to secure to Wisconsin wise and virtuous citizens, and a 
proper flag for the invitation of others of kindred sympathies to 
come and live with us, let us have a general diffusion of 
knowledge, and to secure this let ushave a good system by 
which it may bedone. We, your memorialists, mindful and 
thankful for what you have done for the cause of education in 
the Territory, would respectfully ask another favor at your 
hand, viz: That some man residing within the Territory, a 
man well qualified as to scholarship, and one who -takes a 
deep and lively interest in the cause of education, be appointed 
Superintendent of education in the Territory of Wisconsin 
for a time not Jess than three years, who shall be elected by the 
egislature, -and whose duties shall be as follows :—-Report to 
the Legislature annually and furnish to that body, and to the 
people through it the following items of information. 1. 
The number of children in the Territory between 4 and 21, 5 
and 16,.and 7 and 14, the number actually attending school, 
either common, select, high schools, academies or colleges, 
their sex, age and average time of attendance in winter 
and summer, their punctuality and habits. . 2. The number, 
Jength and character of the district schools, high schools, A- 
cademies and Colleges. 3. The number, age, sex and qual- 
ifications of teachers, and whether permanent or not, in each 
department. 4. The number, name, and character of the 
books used, and what are the best standard works to be intro- 
duced into our schools as.text books, and if changes of books 
are made give the reason for it. 5. The number, condition 
and location of school houses, and the best plan of houses 


for educational purposes yet devised. 6.:The indifference of- 


public to common schools, the cause and means of removing 
it. 7. Whether the country is improving in education or not, 
how, and why. 8. What is. doing in foreign countries, and 
sister States for education and the -training of common school 
teachers. 9. The effects, good or bad, of the common school 
Jaw in Wisconsin, and the best method of furnishing the Ter- 
ritory with well qualified teachers. 10. To visit all the 
schools in ihe Territory, and see how the school fiinds aré ap- 
propriated, and by Jecturing or otherwise raise common 
school libraries, form Literary Associations, and thus arouse 
public attention to the subject of good schools. 

Your memorialists think that the Legislature can easily see 
the necessity for such an appointment, they are continually 
urged to take measures to promote the cause, and greatly cen- 
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sured if they do riot, when at the sante time they do not know 
what steps to take to advance the cause for the want of such 
information as the above duties of- the superintendent would 
give. The necessity of such an appointment may be seen in 
the great apathy of the public to common schools our cheap 
but sure defence, and also in the jaring’ opinions through the 
community as the best method of conducting the cause of ed- 
ucation. 

Again, it Day seen from the fact that the country is being 
filled with books of all sorts purporting to good school books, 
while the press is teeming them out upon the community unex- 
amined by hundreds and may be by thousands. Weare as yet 
‘without standard text books, and your memorialists confident. 
ly believe that unless this point is well guarded, many hun. 
dreds of dollars will not only be spent uselessly, but to the 
great injury of the young mind. 

Your petitioners-feel that, in making the appointment there 
ean be no dangerin going beyond the demand of the public, 
but feel well assured that such a ' step would meet their appro- 
bation as the school law already passed has done. We would 
say further that we have seen the good - effects of the school 
law, already passed, and that no where have we heard of one ‘ 
man feeling reluctant to pay his school taz, but rather rejoiced 
atit. ~* 

There may be an objection. in'the minds of the Legislature 
to creating another Territorial officer paid from the public 
treasury. “Ifso, your memorialists humbly ask that the salary 
of the superintendent be paid from the school fund, and equal 
proportion taken from the school, tax of every county. This 
we confidently believe will promote the cause of education in 
this Territory more than a thousand dollars (which would be a 
reasonable salary) spentin any other way. Without adding 
any thing more we rest’. full of hope that from what ‘you have 
already done for education in the Territory you will. grantus

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS OM PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

To the Honorable the ‘Council and House of Representatives of — 
the Territory of Wisconsin : 


The Commissioners appointed under the act of the Legisla- 
‘ture of the Territory of Wisconsin,(approved March 8th 1839,) 
entitled “An act in addition toan act, entitled an act to establish 
the seat of Goyernment of the Territory of Wisconsin and to 
provide for the erection of the Public Buildings, approved De- 
cember 3d, 1836, and for other purposes,” would respectfully 
report,—That after having entered into bonds for the faithful 
performance of their duties they met for the first time at Mil. 
waukee on the 8th day of May, 1839, and at said meeting 
Nathaniel C. Prentiss was chosen Acting Commissioner of the 
Board, and JamesL. Thayer was elected Treasurer. At said 
meeting it was ordered that the next meeting of the Board 
be held at Madison.—See copy of Document marked A. 

. Onthe 28th day pf May last, the second meeting of the 
board was held at Madison for the purpose of settling the ac- 
counts of the former Board of Commissioners ; to examine into 
the state and condition of the Public Buildings, and par- 
ticularly to adopt proper measures to expedite their comple- 
tion. ~ gi 

We should have held our meeting at Mudison some pime pre 
vious to the-28th of May, agreeably to our intention when we 
adjourned.our meeting at Milwaukee, but were induced to post- 
pone it to that period in conseque .ce of the engagment of one 
of the former Commissioners, J. D. Doty Esq., whom we saw 
at Milwaukee, and who said he would be at Madison from the 
25th to the 28th of May. When we met at Madison we found 
but one of the former Commissioners, A. A. Bird, Esq., and 
during a stay of six days, neither of the two absent commis- 
sioners nor the person who had contracted to complete the Cap- 
itol made their appearance at Madison. A 

Soon after our arrival at Madison, we gave due notice in the 
Wisconsin Enquirer of our meeting, in order that: the former 
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hoard, the contractor, and all persons interested might at- 
tend. After a stay of six days as before stated, we adjourned :. 
the Acting Comniissioner remaining, in vain, four days longer 
for the purpose of meeting the contractor, James Morrison, 
or any of. the former board, who might appear to adjust their. 
accounts. , 

During our stay at Madison, we examined into the situation 
of the Capitol.—We found no materials collected for complet- 
ing the Capitol, & we could not assertain that any preparations 
had been made or were making to obtain them.—But two men 
were employed on the Capitol which was in a very incom- 
plete state. ‘The Hall of the House -of Representatives was 
in the same situation in which it was left atthe last session. 
The Council room was in the same unfinished condition, and 
nọ part of the work in the interior of the building appeared to 
be donesince the adjournment of the Legislature, with the ex- 
ception ofa portion of the main passage which was lath. 
ed. ' | 

Nothaving received any intimation from the contractor, 
James Morrison, that he meant to meet us, the Acting Commis. 
sioner addressed a letter to him, on the 4th of June last, infor.. 
ming-him, that he the said Acting Commissioner was in readi- 
ness to discharge the duties of his office, ahd requesting the 
contractor’s attendance ; to which letter no answer was receiv. 
ed. : A ji 

Oar solicitude, to fulfil the duties required of us by the act 
under which we were appointed, urged us to make further exer- 
tions to effect a settlement with the former board of Commis. 
sioners ; and. on the 17th day of June last, we addressed a let. 
ter to each of them, requesting them to meet us at Madison on 
the 10th day of July following, in order to settle their accounts 
agreeably to the requisitions of the law. 

We received but asingle reply to these letters or notices, 
which was from J. D. Doty, Esq., dated at Prairie Du Chien, 
July 7th, 1839, and received July 13th. (See copy of letter mar. 
ked B; . 

In iis reply Mr. Doty acknowledged the receipt of our let. 
tex, and adds, that he is “sorry to say that my (his) engage- 
ments” are. such as to prevent me from doing so until after 
the first Monday in August. I shall then be very. glad to 
“meet you and settle my accounts as Treasurer.” 

In conformity with the notices addressed to each of the for- 
‘mer Board of Commissioners in the letters above alluded to (see 
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copy of which in Document marked C.) we met at Madison 
on the 10th of July and having remained until the 16th with. 
out seeing any of them exceting A. A. Bird, Esq, the-late 


- Acting Commisigoner, we deemed it to be incumbent upom 


us as public servants, having important duties to perform, which 
were intimately connected with the interests of the ‘Territory, 
to make a report to the Executive, relative to our proceedings 
and communicating to him a knowledge of the situation of the 
Capitol; and of the obstacles that were interposed to prevent 
its completion. (See Document marked D.) ` 
This report seemed to be demanded by the solicitude mani- 
fested by our fellow, citizens upon the subject of their Public 


. Buildings—We deemed it necessary becaùse the work did not 


progress as contemplated inthe act, to enable the Acting 
Commissioner to make his quarterly returns which were called 
for by the provisions of that act.—We deemed it necesary, 
also, to account for the almost total neglect, with which, some 
of the inost important requisitions of that act might seem to 
be regarded. 

” At this time, (the 16th of July,) there was scarcely any per- 
ceptible alteration in the Capitol. No work had been done 
since our meeting in May, with the exception of a few yards | 
of lathing ; and every appearance indicated, on the part of the 
contractor a determination to leave the Buildings in its unfin- 
ished state, and, make the most of the amount, that he had re- 
ceived, over and above the value of the work as‘it then was—an 
amount exceeding seven thousand dollars, and which had been 
improperly and illegally: placed in his hands. We have exam. 
ined minutely, all the work done under the contract with James 
Morrison, and’after the ‘most liberal estimate, made with re- 
ference tothe difficulty of obtaining materials, the price of 
labor, lumber, and every thing used in the erection of the 
Capitol, we cannot find that a sum exceéding $13,500 has 
been expended by him. And for this work it appears that he 
has received from the Territory (in April and -May, 1888) m 
property, the sum of $7,960/70, and also, agreeably, to the 
statemement of the late Acting Commisidner, and’ of the late 
Treasurer, he has received $13,000, in money. Making the 
whole amount paid the said Morrison, $20,960 70, showing 
a balance in the hands of- the said Morrison .of 7,460 70, 
of funds belonging to the Territory. e i 

We would here remark that withthe exception of A. A. 
Bird Esq., the late Acting Commissioner, neither of the for- 
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mer Commissioners nor the contractor has ever manifested any 
disposition to settle or meet with us. A. A. Bird Esq., has 
often expressed a willingness to have a settlement ; but, in the 
absence of the late Treasurer with his accounts and vouchers, . 
your Commissioners were of the opinion ,.that in pirsuance 
of the law under which they act, they had no authority to 
make a settlement with but one of the late Board, and also 
knew, that were they authorized so to do, the attempt would 
be futile—worse than useless. ` 

Having in vain exhausted every ‘available means in our pow- 
er to effect a settlement with the former Board of Commission- 
ers—having witnessed an attempt of J. D. Doty Esq., the 
Treasurer of the late Board, to impress upon the public the 
belicf that this Board was illegally and improperly appointed, 
under the dct of the &thof March, 1839. an attempt, too, 
made in the face of his letter to us of the 7th July, in which 
he recognises the legality of our powers, and professes a wil- 
Jingness to comply with the requisitions of the act of the 
Territorial Legislature—after being seriqusly impressed, from 
a multitude of facts, that the late Board and the contractor 
were united in an unhallowed and criminal attempt to wrest 
from the Territory a portion of the means, which the liberal- 
ity of the National Legislature had extended to it, in order to 
complete its Public Buildings, we were forced to the adoption 
of the only means left us’ for preservation of the public 
property—a resort to the judicial tribunals of our country. 

In September last, a suit was instituted in the name of the 
Territory, against: the former Commissioners for the recovery 
of the public money in their hands. Subsequently to this 
proceeding we applied for a writ of Mandamus, in order to 
obtain possession of the hooks, papers, money &c. which they 
had shown a determination to retain, although by us demand- 
ed. It was decided, however, at. the September term in Iowa 
county, by chief justice Dunn, that a writ of Mandamus 
could only issue from the Supreme court. 

It is not possible for us to divine what will be. the result of 
this unfortunate state of things; and we might add, this dis- 
graceful conduct of the late board of commissioners—but we 
believe we are fully warranted in the prediction, that the 
Territory will be debared from the use of money which is now 
in the hands of the late Treasurer, and Contractor, until it 
shali have been recovered by thé force of an execution. - 

A suit has also been commenced, against James Morrison, 
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the coritractor, in the District Court of Iowa County for 
April Term 1840, for a breach of contract and for the recov- 
ery of the Public money in his hands. 

The contract of James Morrison for completing the Capitol, 
expired on the 20th day of September last.” ~ 

Believing it to be the duty of your Commissioners to prepare 
the Capitol for the ensuing session of the Legislature; on the 
23d of September last, we took possession of the building, af. 
ter having been refused admittance by the agent of the con- 
tractor. Finding it necessary to obtain lumber and other ma- 
terials, to place the Building in a situatiion to be occupied by the 
Legislature, we immediately departed for Milwaukee to obtain 
thern—first fastening the. windows and Icwer door of the 
building, and placing aiock upon the main door. During our 
absence James Morrison the contractor, broke the lock of the 
door, and placed some men at work in the Capitol, and when 
we returned, we were under the necessity of resorting to legal 
means to dispossess him. By the result of an action for forci- 
ble entry arid detainer, Morrison was compelled to yield to a 
writ of restitution, which again put us in possession, & wethen 
commenced fitting up the Capitol for the reception of the Leg- 
islature. 

Since we last adverted to the progress of the work by the 
contractor, he has caused the floor in the Representative’s Hall 
to be laid, & the lathing to be done to most of the present walls 
and partitions; and up to the time we: recovered possession 
of the Capitol, the contractor had caused a part of the floor 
in the Council room to be laid. ° . | 

Having no public funds to aidus in our endeavours to place 
the Capitol in a comfortable situation for the ensuing session 
of the: Legislature, we were compelled use our means, or 
desist from the undertaking and leave the Capitol in its unfin- 
ished state. ` i 

In our expenditures we have, as far, as possible, endeavored 
to unite’convenience and comfort with economy; we believe 
your honorable bodies will find the accompanying account of 
our expenses, to be even below any amount that would have; 
been anticipated to wit—$231,01. See Document marked E.— 

In our report (of July 16) to his Excellency the Governor 
(see Document D.) we stated we had good reason for believing 
that a co-partnership, had‘existed and was then: existing be: 
tween two or more of the former board of Commissioners, and 
the contractor James Morrison. And from a continued chain. 
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of circumstances from that time to the present, as exhibited by 
their conduct, and from a variety of facts, that have transpir- 
ed since the date of the above document, we are, unhesitat- 
ingly of the opinion, that a ¢co-partnership has existed, and 


‘does still exist, between the late board of Comuniestaiers and 


the contractor, and that the late board -have been, during 
their continuance in office, acting in the double capacity of 
commissioners and contractors, showing a fraudulant design 
to speculate and trade upon the funds of the Territory ; with- 
out regard to its best interest. Amoug the many evils grow- 
ing out of this unlawful combination we may mention one— 
that a certificate has been given the contractor by thelate 
acting Commissioner of a certain amount of work done by 
him, and upon that certificate the Treasurer has paid over 
to the contractor the sum of $13,000, when all parties con- 
cerned must have known that the payments would exceed the 
amount of work done on the Capitol, by at least $7,500 or 
$8,000. 

In the report ¢ of the late board of commissioners ‘made at 
the Burlington session of the Legislature and dated Nov. 29th 
1837, it is there stated that, “about two thirds of the large 
timber required for the building i is got out and ready for use,” 
and from the-statement of the late acting commissioner, this 
amount of timber, thus prepared, was included in the contract 
with J. Morrison; but we are unable to find in the contract or 
published proposals, any reference made to the timber, and 
are therefore at a loss to find when or in what manner it was - 
disposed of. We make mention of this, only, to show one 
example involved in mystery, among many that might’ be 
mentioned. 

In laying before your Honorable bodies a statement of the 
balances of monies which the Territory is justly entitled to, 
now in the hands of the former Commissioners and contractor 
and which is imperiously required to completethe Capitol, we 
submit the following statement of expenditures that have been 
made, and from which the Territory, only, has derived any 
benefits, leaving extraneous matters, connected therewith, (as 


- Teported by the late acting commissioner at the last session 


of the Legislature for expenditures in the year 1837,) out 
of our estimate—as the whole matter is to be settled by a 


"Judicial tribunal. 


In our ‘estimate, we have taken in account, the time when 
the work was done, the high prices of labor, and the difficulty

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of obtaining materials in anew country, remote from settle. 
ments—and have allowed what we deem more than ample 
‘compensation under the circumstances.

We would further report that.upon a minute examination 
into the condition of the Capitol, its arrangements for receiv- 
ing the inside work, the situation of the main timbers.is such, 
that they must be materially changed and altered, and a part 
of them thrown aside and others furnished before the building 
ean be finished in a good . and substantial manner. The tim. 
bersin the roof will require raising to their original places, and 
staying to render the roof permanent. 

‘And for the preservation of the building; the reof must be 
stripped and shingled anew. The dome will: require a new. 
covering, owing tothe improper manner of putting on the 
present covering. 3 

The expenses of these alterations, together with our esti- 
mate for -completing the Capitol will appear in. Document 
marked F, f 
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We would here remark that we have never heard any par. 
ticular reason assigned, why the former board refused to meet 
and settle their accounts with us, only that the present board 
were not legally constituted; neither have we ever heard the con- 
tractor alledge any prominent reason why he did not 89 on 
and finish the capitol agreeably to his contract. 

At one time he said he would not go,on because the eres 
Commissioner was not present, or had not been present, and 
at a subsequent time he said he should not proceed with the 
work unless the money was placed in Madison or some place 
convenient to the work, so that he could be paid off at the end 
of each week. 

We must here close the unfortunate history of the situation 
of the public buildings. 

The prospect of collecting the ballances in the hands of the 
former commissioners and the contractor is such, that we be- 
lieve that the Capitol must remain for some time to comein 
its present unfinished condition, and the Territory in the un- 
fortunate situation of a party, in suits that have already been 
commenced and are now pending. 

Your Commissioners have thus far conducted the affairs yel- 
ative to the Public Buildings, as they think for the best. inter- 
ests of the Territory, and în the foregoing report haye given 
all the information and material facts, that they have been. able 
to arrive at, touching the objects within the sphere of their

REPORT of THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE MILWAUKEE AND 
ROCK RIVER CANAL. ` 


Ta the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wisconsin : 


The undersigned, appointed a Board of Commissioners, un- 
der the act toprovide for “aiding in the construction of the 
Milwaukee and Rock River Canal” in obedience to-the 21st 
section of said act, submit the following report. 

. That immediately upon the receipt of their cemmissions, 
they entered upon the discharge of the duties of their of- 
fice. ~ 

The proclamation of the Governor, notifying the sale of 
such of the Canal lands as should be “registered: as occupied 
and improved,” under the fifth sec. of the act, was published 
on the twenty-third day of March last. 

By the provisions of the Law the sale of the lands, regis- 
tered as “occupied and improved,” was filed on the fourth Mon- 
day in June, “in case the Canal should be so soon located 
and the lands appropriated therefor, designated and set off by 
the Secretary of Treasury.” In case the lands were not 
designated and set off previous to that time, the day of sale was | 
required to be adjourned, by the Governor giving three months 
notice thereof by proclamation. 

The Canal was not located, nor the official:plat of the lo- 


~ 
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cation, transmitted tothé the Govornor until near the middle 
of May, i 

' The papers could not be forwarded to Washington, acted 
upon by the Secretary of the Treasury, Canal sections set off; 
Schedules made out and transmitted to the Governor, and 
copies of the same by him to the Commissioners until near the 
4th Monday of June or afterwards, : 

_ Yet by the 5th sec. of the act, the Commissioners were re- 
quired to proceed after the receipt of said returns, to register 
such lands as had been improved and settled upon, within the 
terms of the law, and finish the same in time for the sale ‘in 
June. And if the lands were actually set off by the Secretary, 
before the day of sale, and the sale by any reason failed then 
to take place, it could not take place at all under the 
law. ` ~ 

Under these circumstances, the Commissioners deemed it 
their duty, to proceed immediately to receive applications and 
proofs, for the registry of such tracts as might fall within the 
limits of the Canal grant. 

For this purpose, they procured copies of the Land Office 
plats of the townships within the Canal reserve, and after 
giving public notice of the time and place of receiving appli- 
cations andthe character and amount of evidence required, 
opened their office at Milwaukee on the 27th day of May, for 

“the hearing and reception of applications for registry, and 

kept the same open until the day of sale. 

In all cases the oath of the applicant and one disititerested 
witness, dr other equivelant testimony was required. 

Forty-three thousand six hundred and eighty-seven ten-one 
hundredths acres were proved to be occupied and improved 
lands within the meaning of the law and were -accordingly 
registered for sale. - 

On the fourth Monday of. June, the Register and Receiver 
opened the sale, by offering the N. W. 1.4 ofsec. 23, T. 7, R. 
21, when no returns having been received of the-designation of 
the canal lands, adjourned the same until the 2nd day‘of July: 
In the meantime copies of complete returns were received from 
the Governor. 

On the 2nd day of July, therefore, the Register and Receiv- 
er proceeded with the sale and continued the same until the 
5th of the same month by which time all of the registered ` 
land were sold excepting the W. 1-2 S. W. 1.4 of Sec. 11, 
- T. 7, R. 16, andthe S. W. 1-4 of Sec. 29, T. 8, R. 20.

In seven instances only, were more than 10 per cent. paid 
by the purchasers at the time of sale, and but one payment, 
to wit: the sum of $300 and ninety-four hundredths, on the 

-5th of October, as appears by the entry of the Receiver, has

No provision. was made in the Jaw, designating the kind of 
funds to be received in payment for the Canal lands, but the res- 
ponsibility and discretion if any could be exercised was left to 
the Receiver. 

In the exercise of this discretion, that officer gave notice that 
the would receive & did accordingly receive in payment for 
lands, besides Gold and Silver, Treasury notes, and bills of the 
denomination of $20 and upwards on the New York Safety 
Fund Banks and the Bank of the United States of Pennsylvania, 

Of the amount received atthe sale and since, $6,597 72 
were in Gold and ‘Silver. $793 55 in Treasury notes. 
$3,537 00 in, bills of New York Safety Fund Banks.— 
$1,750 OOin bills of the Bankof the U. States, and the 
Bank of Pennsylvania, the whole amount of which two last 
descriptions of funds with the exceptions of $400 (the place 
of which the Receiver is ready to supply with specie if requir- 
ed) has been converted into New York safety fund bills. 

By the 14th sec. of the Canal law the Commissioners were 
required to withhold from sale, all tracts ofland any considera- 
ble portion of which, would probably be flowed or occupied by 
the Canal, or any of its reservoirs, basins, &c., until the lands 
so flowed, ‘could be ascertained and also to report to the Gov. 
ernor all streams of water which it might be expedient to-use 
for the purposes of said Canal, before the day of sale of any of 
the Canal lands. 

The Commissioners on the first day of July last in answer 
to letters of inquiry’addressed by them to the Engineer of the 
Milwaukee and Rock River Canal Co. and tothe Territorial 
Engineer, received two communications, (copies of which are 
hereto annexed marked A. and B.) the substance of which was 
immediately forwarded to the Governor. 

o 2D 
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Governed by these tommunications, the Commissioners 
witheld from sale one quarter section, registered as “occupied 
and improved” being the S. W. 1.4 of sec. 29, T. 8, R. 20. 

The patents authorized to be issued by the Governor, to the 
purchasers of canal lands, have been executed by the Governor 
and lodged with the Register for distribution. These have 
been delivered by him whenever called for to the several 
purchasers on depositing bonds and mortgages for the residue of 
the purchase money unpaid as required by law. One hundred 
and two of the purchasers have received their patents and de. 
posited with the;Register their securities. 

The twenty-first section of the law directs the Commission- 
ers to report to the Governor atthe end of every quarter a 
detailed account of their “acts and doings in relation to the 
Canal,” the progress of the work, the. receipts and expendi- 
tures of the funds, &c. But as this provision could only 
contemplate the report of zuch facts as would arise, when the 
work was in the progress of actual construction, by the aid of 
Territorial funds, the undersigned have not thought it our du- 
ty, in order to comply with the letter of the law, to report at the 
end of every three months, what would justly be considered 
an empty formality. i 

The incidental expenses of the board and its several officers 
contracted for printing bonds and patents, stationary, plats, 
&c., amount to three hundred and forty-nine and forty-eight 
hundredths dollars, and will be found in the paper marked €. 
annexed to this report. ; 

-Tn the month of October last, we received from the Gover- 
nor, a copy. of a Communication addressed to him by the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, returning as Canal lands 
five tracts omittéd in the original returns, to wit: N. W. 1-4 


sec. 31, T. 7, R. 22, and. Lots 3, 4, 5and 6, of sec. 33, T. 


7, R. 22, containing in the. whole 248 and fifty-one one hun- 
dredths acres. 
The whole number of acres granted by Congress to aid in 
- the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal 
amounts to 139,190 and ninety one hundredths. Of these 
43,447 and ten one hundredths acres have been sold, ‘leaving 
95,748 and eighty one hundredths acres, subject to the future 
action of the Legislature. 
“It is with great satisfaction that the undersigned have it in 
their power to inform you that the first and immediate object 
of the Canal law, to wit, the protection of the settlers upon 
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Canal lands, has been happily accomplished, beyond even the 
most sanguine hopas of the settlers themselves. 

‘We believe that in no instance hasa meritorious settler been 
shut out of the equity of any of the provisions of the act or 
suffered by the competition of others at the sale, and whether 
the hopeslong held out to them by the friends of the Canal 
will be realized, and the Canal grant prove to them a blessing 
or a curse, still remains for the Legislature to determine by an 
economical and vigorous prosecution of the work, which will 
open to them every avenue of prosperity, and speedily return 
through a hundred channels the hard earnings which must be 
drawn from them to procure a title to their homes. - 

At the time of the passage of the law, the hope was gener- 
ally entertained, that before this, the work of the Canal 
would be in successful progress, and no difficulty was antici- 
pated'in negotiating the Joan authorized by the Legislature. 

It is a source of regret, that unfortunate circumstances in 
the matter of the location of the Canal, prevented an effort being 
made to sell the bonds of the Territory, before the attempt be- 
came hopeless. Had the effort been made in April, May or 
June we have reason to believe that it would have been attend- 
ed with success. - ~ 

' Fhe bonds executed by the Governor and Secretary are now 
in the custody of the Receiver and can be used again should 
another attempt be authorized or deemed expedient. 

The principle to be observed in the disposition ofthe resi, 
due of the Canal lands, is a matter in which the settlers living 
along the line ot the Canal, and the public generally „have a 
deep interest, and cannot be ‘too seriously considered. 

The lands all ready sold constitute in quanity more than one 
fourth, and in value, nearly one half of the whole grant. 
These lands although sold for $2 50 per acre, were probably 
worth, and properly husbanded, might have been sold for tre- 
ble that price. The actual value of the lands remaining un- 
sold will depend upon the progress of the,work of the Canal, 

At'the present time when the fate and final accomplishment 
of the work may be regarded by many as remote and uncer- 
tain, a large portion could not be sold att the minium price of 
$2,50 per acre, even upon terms of credit, as favorable as those 
extended to the purchaser at the sale. Were the Canai already 
commenced, with every prospect of an early completion, the 
present and prospective value of these lands would be greatly 
enhanced. E 
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A wise and just policy, would dictate that these lands should 
be so husbanded as to swell the Canal funds to the highest a- 
mount, consistently, with a due regard to the early and 
prosperous settlement of them and the lands in the vicinity. 

In regard to the practicability of the construction of the Ca. 
nal, its probable cost and other particulars of-a kindred nature, 
it cannot be expected that we should furnish you with any in- 
formation, as our estimates and opinions could only be derived 
from data furnished us by the Engineer of-the Territory and the 
Canal company, both of whom will undoubtedly present to 
the Legislature, complete and satisfactory. reports on these sub. 
jects. 

The importance and advantages of the work, to the section 
ofthe country which it traverses and those remote districts, 


to whose arteries of commerce it forms a connecting link, | 
‘with our great inland seas, are too well settled in the public 


mind, to be urged anew in this place. ha 

The peculiar situation of the work under the control of an 
independant corporation and the funds mainly relied upon for 
its construction at the disposal of the Territory, presents no 
Serious obstacle to its early and successful accomplishment, 
with a poper spirit of harmony and compromise on the part of 
the company and the Territory. 


Under existing circumstances it would seem that there could | 


be but two courses for the Territory to adopt—either to apply 
the proceeds of the lands, as fast as they arise, to the construc- 
tion of the work, or to raise an amount of money equal to their 
“prospective value by the pledge of the faith of the Territory, 
and to reserve the proceeds of the lands as a sinking fund for 
the payment of the interest and the redemption of the princi- 
pal of the loan or bonds that may be made. The lands alone 
unaided by the faith of the Territory will not be available in a 

_ distant market for more than a hundred or a hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, although if properly managed, the proceeds 
thereof may in time amount to $400,000 or $500,000. 

The system, whichever it may be, that is adopted, in order 
to be economical and successful, should be commenced with 
resolution and prosecuted with vigor. The particular details 
of-either of these lines of policy, we would not'presume, to 
point out. 

Whatever may be the action of the Legislature, or should it 

, not act at-all upon this-subject, it cannot ‘but occur to your 
Honorable bodies that the establishment at present superinten- 


| 
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| ding fhe interests of the Territory in the construction of the Ca- 
nal, is in many respects liable to serious objections and ought 
to be re-organized, if continued at all,on a reduced and more 
economical scale. The salaries of the several officers should 
be reduced to a fair compensation, for actual services rendered 
and required. The provision that would best meet every ex- 
igency, would be, to fix the compensation of the Register and 
Receiver, or any officer that may be substituted in their places, 
a percentage on the receipts and disbursemente and fees for. 
recording and other services, after making a reasonable allow- 
ance sufficient to cover ordinary outlays for office-rent, sta- 
tionary, &c., and that of the acting commissioner by a per- 

diem allowance for actual services. 

Under a system thus constituted, the public could not, as 
now, have reason to apprehend that a fund, should be kept sa- 
cred, for the purpose which it was granted by Congress, might 
be imprudently wasted. in unnecessary expenditures. 

In this connection, it may not be improper to call your atten- 
tion to the defect of the canal law, in not making any provisions 
for the payment of the salaries of the officers under that law. 
Neither the several officers, nor any officer of the Territory on 
their behalf, is authorized to draw warrants on the Receiver at 
the end,of the year, or of the regular quarters, norin the fund 
designated, which shall be made subject to their payment. 

The Receiver therefore has not felt himself authorized to 
part with any of the funds in his hands for that purpose, with- 
out special instruction from the Legislature, however obvious 
it may be that it was the intention of that body, that such funds 
should and must be so applied-in the abeence of any loan.

Ali materials necessary for the construction of the canal, 
and the land “occupied by the canal, or any of its branches, 
feeders, reservoirs, basins or other works appurtenant :there- 
to, are by the 4th section of the-act to provide for “aiding in 
the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal,” 
reserved from sale, and subject to the use and purposes.of said 
canal;” consequently no further reservation is necessary. 
The purchaser of any tract of canal lands has these reservations 
laid before him in the laws of the Territory, at the time his 
purchase is made, and therefore is bound to relinquish them. 
But in case where considerable portion of the land “will prob- 
ably~be flowed or occupied by the canal, its reservoirs or ba- 
sins,” the purchaser has a right to have a deduction made of the 
amount flowed, so that he will not be required to pay for a 
“considerable portion” of overflowed lands. In sucji cases a 
reservation is not to be made until the precise quantity can be 
ascertained.

LETTER OF TERRITORIAL ENGINEER. 


Milwaukee, July Ist. 1839. 
Messrs. Crocker & TwEEDY, 

Gentlemen.—In answer to the enquiries made in your 
letter dated June the 28th, I respectfully submit the “ following 
information. 

As to the number of feet in width which is tecessary to 
be reserved on the line of the canal, I conceive it not only 
impracticable but improper tomake any special reservation. 1f 
all the lands were sold but a certain reserved portion, and the 

line afterwards changed, the owner of the premises might 
come upon the Territory for damages. The law intends a 
general reservation, and the lands are to be purchased, subject 
to be used fora Canal. The law requires where any “consid- 
erable portion shall be over flowed,” &., the commissioners 
shall withhold from sale, such tracts; but I do not believe any 
considerable portion of registered lands will be over flowed. 
I shall submit the following tracts which embrace all of any 
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kind that will be overflowed to any considerable extent, viz :

From the county of Crawford no returns have yet been fe- 
ceived for the year 1839, and therefore not included in the a- 
bove statement. 

For the year 1838 three counties only made returns to the 
Territorial Treasurer of the amounts due from them to the ` 
Territory, to wit: Crawford, Iowa and Grant, and two only 
of those counties paid the amount due from them. to wit:

From eommunications received from the Treasurers of most 
of the other counties, it appears that the County Commission- 
ers at the time they , levied the taxes for the year 1838, were 
ignorant of the existence of the law requiring five per cent of 
the county revenue to be paid‘into the Territorial Treasury, 
and consequently made no provision for it. It also further ap- 
pears from those communications that the taxes for ‘that year 
were almost entirely paid in county orders, and that there is 
no money in their respective treasuries. 

- Your committee believe that it would be a great hardship to 
require the several counties now to pay the amount due from 
them to the Territory for the hag 1838, as the amount could

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probably only be raised by a special tax for that purpose, which | 
the County Commissioners have no right todo without the 
passage of a special law by the Legislature ; or by enforcing 
the law against the County Treasurers, and requiring them to 
pay it dut of their own pockets. This’ would be unjust, as 
they were not furnished with a copy of the law, and were ig- 
norant of its existence. A i 
Your Committee would therefore recommend the passage of a 
law exonerating the several counties and the County Treasurers 
from the payment of the five per cent of county taxes due the 
Territory for the year 1838, & that the counties that have paid 
for that year be credited the amount on the sum due from them 
for the year 1839, and have prepared a bill to that effect, which

The Committee on Territorial Affairs to whom was referred so 
much of the Governors message as relates to the admission of 
Wisconsin asa State into the Union, have attended to thatduty, 
and ask leave to make the following 


REPORT. 


The subject of the ` formation of a Constitution and State 
‘government in the Territory of Wisconsin in order to bh early 
admission into the Union ona footing of equality ‘with the 
other States, is one of deep interest to all her citizens. 

Itis a laudable ambition in the people of Wisconsin to as. 
pire early at a state of independency, when they may take a 
rank among the States of this Union, and participate öf: 
footing of equality with the other States in the enactment o 
all laws by which they are to be governed. But your commit 
tee are of opinion that it is inexpedight to go into a State ‘gov 
ernment at any time without the union and co-operation ò 
all who rightfully belong to us. 
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It has been declared as the opinion of a former Legislative 
Assembly of this Territory “that all that district pf country 
lying between the northern boundary line of the State of Illi- 
nois and a line drawn west from the southern extreme of Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi river rightfully belongsto the Ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin.” ‘This opinion with the arguments and 
reasons in support of it have been spread before Congress, 

To recede now from the grounds at that time taken or to re- 

, linguish in any. manner the just rights of the Territory to 
the jurisdiction of that district, in the opinion of your-com- 
mittee would be to disappoint the hopes and defeat the most 
cherished desires and wishes of both the inhabitants of that 
district, and the people of the Territory. It is therefore the 
opinion of your committee that it would be impolitic and un- 
wise to take any measure towards forming a constitution and 
State government within the limits of the Territory as près- 
cribed by the existing laws of Congress. ce 

In order therefore to the attainment of ,an object which the 
trie interest and the united wishes of all parties seem to de- 
mand, your committee submit the following resolutions. 

Resolved, by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wisconsin, that the inhabitants of this Ter- 
ritory, qualified to vote for delegate to Congress, be required

In reply to your letter of this date, I have to state that the 
Department has instructed me to commence the enumeration 
on the first day of June 1840, and to make arrangements for 
its completion in three months. 

Froma discrepancy in the Law (as will be seer ‘by refer. 
ence) the Department has not given positive. instructions (an- 
ticipating further legislation on the matter, the present session 
of Congress) but confines itself to the taking precautionary 
measures for carrying into effect the provisions of the act, in 
the contingency that the enumeration has to be completed 
within the before stated period. 

‘Inregard to the time in which the enumeration can be com. 
pleted, I should presume there would be no difficulty in com- 
pletingit in two months by engaging a sufficient number of 
Assistants; and in “relation to the “Extra expense” it may be 
necessary to observe that the Assistants would be governed in 
the time for the enumeration by the instructions of the Gener- 
al Government, but as the compensation allowed is so small as 
to scarcely to make it an object, amounting at “the farthest but 
to $6 for every hundred sane I consider that if the 
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Territory would make an addition of one fourth to that allowed 
by the General Government, the whole would but make a rep- 
sonable one, but would be sufficiently inducive to the Assistants 
in undertaking it. In allowing this estimate the extra expense

‘Governor of Wisconsin, tö earn what is in comtemplation 
relative to such improvements as have been commenced in the 
Territory in virtue of acts and appropriations of Congress, the 
undersigned ‘would respectfully represent to your Excellency, 
that in his-aintial Report, made to the Top Bureau, in Sep- 
tember last, the following enumerated additional appropria- 
tiohs Were recommendeéd, upon grounds fully set forth in the 
Report, but which need riot be recapitultited here, to the 
Chief of the Bureau, to be asked for during the présent Bession 
of, Congress : .

4. For the completion of the road from Milwaukee by Mad- 
ison, to a point on the Mississippi opposite Du Buque, $15,000 
00; (ten thousand of this to be expended between Madison 
and the Mississippi. 

5. For the completion of road from Racine to Sinipee, 
by Janesville ; (the whole of this to be eypended between Rock 
River, and Sinipee,)$22, 620 00. 

6. Military road from Fort Howard to Fort Crawford, 
(twelve thousand of this to be expended between Fort Winne- 
bago and Fort, Crawford} $35,267 00. , 

7. For the completion of the right kind of a survey -of

The foregoing estimates are based upon results obtained 
after careful examination of the ground, made in person, on 
each route, and the said estimates are intended to cover 
the cost of such construction as will be needed-for the kind of 
transportation that will be peculiar to each route. 

To enable the citizens of the Territory, who are already 
settled, and those who will hereafter settle upon the lines -of 
these roads, to know the precise bearings, width & boundaries, 
some action of the Territorial Legislature will be necessary ; 
and to this point I would respectfully but earnestly invite } your 
Excellency’s attention. 

The County Registers should be required bylaw to receive 
and record in their offices, free from expense to the United 
States, such plats, courses, bearings, distances, limits &c. per- 
taining to the final location’ and construction. of the United 
States roads'in Wisconsin, as may be consistent with the duty 
_ of the U..S..officer, or agent in charge of said roads to return 
to said County Registers. .Such an act will ensure the preser- 
vation of the documents in such places aa will be of easy access 
to the citizens, who may and will, very naturally, wish to .con- 
sult them.

The surveys of rivers authorized by Congress, during its last 
session, have been completed. notwithstanding the unusual se- 
verity df the season.

The results developed are exceedingly satis- 
factory ; far more so than is Generally believed by those 
who have not had the opportunity of a personal examination 
of the rivers. 

I have decided to recommend the anorani of the Fox 
upon such a plan thatthe small steamers adapted to the Upper 
Mississippi, can run entirely through to Green Bay. Iam now 
busily oocupied in bringing my estimate of the cost of such an 

> improvement to a*close. ‘The Rock river can be rendered navi- 
gable for an extent of one hundred and forty miles within the 
Territory, for steamers drawing three feet, at the very lowest 
stages of water. -Fhe outlet ofthe Four Lakes canalsg be made 
nayigable for small steamers. The results ofour suryey of

' appointed by you, Fiscalagent of the Territory for the purpose 
of negotiating a loan for the payment of the members.

Bank of ‘FHitois and the Bank of Misssouri, he applied to us 
and we loaned him fifteen thousand dollars for ninety days, 
bearing an interest of seven per cent per: anhu until paid.—

In June last we learned that Mr. Strong had received drafts 
from Washington city for the purpose of paying us, we waited - 
upon Mr. Strong at Mineral Point and to our amazement aster- 
tained that he was vesting the funds in lead on speculation 
instead of paying’his note to us. We called upon Mr. Strong’s 
` agent, who ‘was ‘purclasing lead and protested against the pro, 
ceeding, but-it was nevertheless persisted in. Sometime after- 
wards we found him on board a Steamboat on his way to Cincin- 
nati with a portion of the lead he had purchased. Having his 
family along, we will not disguise the fact, that we entertained 
doubts as to the appropriation he would make of thelead & urged 
upon him to place itin hands where we knew it would be safe. 
He reluctantly did so, other lead of his purchase followed him to 
Cincinnati, whith went into the same ‘hands: =: `- -
